Wdl you please tell 
me If there Is a possibility of a cure, aod whether be will ever be fit (or 
field work l am not positive thsttbey were ruptured at birth, can you 
give any explanation tor Ibeir being sot Ans.—These raptures otten 
occur, and usually at birth or Immediately after, on account of Ihe 
uavel string ot umbilical cord breaklug off too close lo the ttody, sod 
then by drytag end shrinking It draws away from the navel opening 
aud leaves an opening through which the bowels protrude, only being 
held in by the skin The treatment consists In si tting up a certain 
amount o( adhesive InBaroatlon In the part which will close the hole. 

It is easily done by first returning the bowels to their place by luytng 
the pup on hie back sod uraufpntaitng lbe part, then pass a couple of 
pine Just through the skin, the points of entry end exit being about an 
Inch apart, then wind silk under the pins, between lbe pins aod body, 
moderately light, aod apply scu pressure In lbe form of s psd over the 
part aud bondage middling tight. Put on bsrnees enough to keep 
the bandage in position

Third BlenuUI Report or the Superintendent of Mlchl 
(fan Flatteries. 

In this state the report of work done Is made every two years 
directly to the Governor by the Superintendent, ahd not by the 
commissioners. We bsve just received the one for the two psst 
years, 1877-*6, and find It, as usual, full of Interesting and enter¬ 
taining matter. 

He speaks of the whltefish (coregonus) as the " fish of fishes ” 
to the people of Michigan, as Its consumption Is larger than that 
of any other species, and some experiments have been Instituted, 
which, It Is thought, will vitally affect certain pre-existing notions 
and beliefs concerning their propagation. A year ago, Mr. Chase, 
of the Detroit hatchery, by raising the temperature of tbe water, 
hatched several hundred In January, and placed the fry In water 
at 34 deg. Fahr. He found the sac carried from fifteen to twenty- 
five days, when they began looking for food and taking tbe minute 
"water-flea" (cyclops), which were living In this water at 34 deg. 
They grew and were on exhibition last September at the Chicago 
Exposition and also at the State Fair in Detroit. At the same 
time similar experiments were in progrese at Pokagon with dif¬ 
ferent temperatures. The eggs were from the same lot as those 
st Detroit, but the fry were placed lu water at 48 deg. and SO 
deg., and they rarely carried the sac beyond the seventh day, and 
soon thereafter took artificial and natural food. The food first 
supplied at Pokagon was bonny-clabber (thick milk), bat as they 
grew It was varied with prepared liver or kidney, dressed with 
cream, two to three times a day. The Pokagon fish grew more 
rapidly than those st Detroit, and In June were found to be two 
or three times as large. This was attributed to the higher tem¬ 
perature of the water yielding more food.* 

It has been the opinion of many that if the batch occur lu Jan¬ 
uary, February, or even in March, they are doomed to death from 
starvation, but these experiments tend to disprove this view, as 
the cyclops are then, and, In fact, at all times abroad. 

These were deposited during the season of I876-’77, In Inland 
lakes, Lakes Erie, Michigan and Huron; 8t. Clair river, St. 
Joseph and Detroit rivers, a total of 8,001,000 whltefish fry, and 
during the next season 12,030,000. 

Of “ lake herring," Argyroeomu j 
as only two fishes were stripped. We wonder If this member of 
the coragoni, which resembles the “ shelly ” of England, the 
“groyulad" of Wales, the “ pollan ” of Ireland, the “vendace’ 
of Scotland, and the “ gang-flsch" of Germany, all of which have 
popular names as here given, will ever have an honest popular 
name, as Urdeserves, or If it will always sail under false colors 
through n9 fault of Its owu. 

Of lake trout, Critlicomer namaycueh , there were deposited lu 
the different waters In 1877, 162,000, and In 1878, 432,334. 

A complaint Is made of excessive charges on the part of the 
express company In transporting the eggs of tbe California sal- 
mon ( Oncorhynchue quinnat) from California to the East. The 
report says: “In October, 1875, the Michigan Commission paid 
as the express company’s charges on between seven and eight 
hundred thousand flth eggs—not pears, not apricots, nor figs, nor 
dates—but ft*h egge, the sum of $518.55.” During 1878 there 
were 73,500 of these fish distributed. 

But 26,000 landlocked salmon ( Sal mo talar, var. eebago) were 
deposited last year, but as the success baa been good with tbe de¬ 
posit of them made lu 1876, as shown by catches in Log Lake 
of specimens weighing eight pounds, It Is proposed to Increase 
the stock of this fish as there Is a promise of the supply of the 
U. S. Fish Commission being larger this season. 

To say that we are glad that an attempt has been made and 
will be continued to save the grayling, hardly expresses our grati¬ 
fication, for we were among " those persons snd parties who 
have,” according to our friend Jerome, “ become slightly lunatic 
In their desires to transfer him from his present haunts to grace 
and enrich other waters." 

The report speaks of the grayling as one whose secrets had not 
been conquered In America, overlooking tbe fact that from the 
6th to tbe 10th of April, 1875, we obtained grayling spawn which 
were hatched afterward at Honeoye Falls, N. Y., and grown to 
be a year old when the proprietor rented his farm aud left the 
fishes to their fate. 

Twice has the commission essayed to obtain spawn without 
success, the first expedition In 1877,on tbe Manistee river, arrived 
on April 14, too late; the second, In the year following,on March 
80, more than two weeks earlier, and again found tbe harvest 
psst. A few stragglers were obtained, however, and a few eggs 
secured, and In place of eggs the party retamed with 1,500 adult 
fish which were distributed to different parts. 

We have great confidence Id tbe next attempt made, If done 
as the report suggests, vtx., to go early and ttay. Mr. D. H. 
Fltzhugh, Jr., the accompllabed grayling fisher who bos done so 
much to save this beautiful fish from extermination, accompanied 
the party and rendered much assistance by his knowledge of the 
haunts, habits, and character of the fish. 

Michigan has also been Introducing the succulent eel, snd In 
1877, planted some 270,000 of them, while In 1878, the numbers 
were Increased to the respectable figure of 405,000. 

Our duties to the public leads us to point out defects as well 
as beauties, and we must express the wish that so fluent a writer 
as Mr. Jerome would be s trifle more careful In bis nomenclature; 
for Instance, If It Is necessary to call an animal a “ water lizard" 
In order that local flahermen may know to what you refer, It 
would be well, In full knowledge that a true lizard has scales and 
nmr lives In the water, to give Us scientific appellation of Nectu- 
rue lateral!*, together with the common one of “ proteua" or 
“ mud puppy,” not only for the benefit of scientists, snd people 
who live where the animal has a proper and distinctive name, 
but also to teach tbe fishermen and others st home what these 
names are. We practice thls,aa the Chioaoo Field goes to every 
country In Europe where our common names are unknown. It 
will be a pleasure to live a century or two hence when our fauna 
la supplied with common names for each species, and only one 
allowed to them, for the shad and eel are about the only ones 
that come within this rule now, and we know that our kind 
friend Jerome would (eel compassionately toward those who In 
their report* called a black base a " trout,” and that he would 
kindly wish that they knew what a trout really was. 

We know that he will thank us for reminding him that tbe 
names “herring” and Heard are preoccupied 
A not} Interesting part of this report, to the fish coltorlst, Is 
Uie gratifying returns of former plantings as evinced In pages of 
ehi/vt HXtratts from correspondents, sU bearing witness to the 
etsiveae ol tbe good work. 

•liar experiment* with California salmon In New Turk, as shown at 
tlei inwfJag sf Ui* American Fltbceltural Association, In Fab., 1677, 
with fl»h st different tsaparatnres set-mud to prove that the warmer 
water etlamtaied the appetites of the Osh. canting them to digest more 
rapidly, sat more, tad la consequence oetgrow those kept la water 
twenty degree* lower.—In. 


Mr. O. M. Chase, overseer of the Detroit hatchery, has now on 
hand eevente sn million JUh egge, mainly whltefish, we presume. 

The commission has adopted Shaw’s fishway and will have 
several built; this Is a spiral one whose great merit Is In bringing 
the entrance on a line with the dam which Is really the point of 
Importance In any fish-pass. 

On the subject of fish laws the report Is solid, snd gives forth 
no uncertain sound. It uses the strongest kind of language con¬ 
cerning those who go Into tbe wilderness to destroy fishes to brag 
of, snd there leave them to rot, snd we hope that tbe cry will be 
taken np by the local papers until that style of angler learns that 
decent men abhor him. Tbe report throughout Is a very able 
one, and winds up with an obituary notice of Hon. Geo. Clark, a 
former commissioner as well as a large-hearted, noble man. 


The Food of Illinois Fishes. 


Extracts from Bulletin No. 2, Illinois State Laboratory of Natural 
History, by Prof. 8. A. Foasns.—(Continued) 

MOON BYHS. HYODONTIDAE. 

81. Toothed Herring. Hyodon terglsns, Le 8. 8. Numerous 
insects, Including s bee, carabld beetle, some aquatic hemiptera, 
numerous larvae of Ephemeridae; s remarkable crustacean of 
which but a single specimen has hitherto been found In this 
country (Leptodora hyallna, LlUj.);some rotten wood, elm seeds, 
snd other vegetable trash, evidently gathered from the drift-wood 
where one of the specimens bad found Its food. 

HERRINGS. CLl'PEIDAK. 6. 

82. Ohio Golden Shad. Pomolobua chrysochloris, Raf. 1. A 
small bony fish and a few fragments of Insects. 

38. Gizzard Shad. Hickory Shad. Dorosoma cepedianum, 
Le 8., var. heterurum, Raf. 5 Extremely dirty. Every stomach 
examined was at least half full of mud. Tbe food was chiefly 
vegetable, consisting largely of ulgae and a few Crustacea, such 
as would naturally be entangled In the vegetation eaten. The 
objecta recognized were a few dlptera larvae, Leptodora hyalna, 
Cypris, Cyclops, masses of Chars, confervold algae, desmlds,l and 
vast numbers of diatoms. 

MINNOWS. CTPKINIDAE. 15. 

Time has failed for the examination of any sufficient number 
ot this family, some of the most Important genera having been 
omitted entirely. Enough has been learned, however, to show 
that these fishes live, some chiefly on aquatic vegetation, especially 
algae, and others on Insects, of which small dlptera and their 
larvae seem to constitute the greater part. The section whose 
teeth are not hooked probably eat vegetable food more largely 
than those with raptatorial teeth, no Insects at all having been 
found In the Intestines of the five specimens of that section ex¬ 
amined.—I found a surprising amount of dirt In the Intestines of 
these herbivorous minnows,—too much, I think, to have been 
taken Incidentally. 

34. Stone Roller. Csmpostoms auomalum, Raf. 1. Full of 
dirt and confervold algae. 

85. Blunt-nosed Minnow. Hyborhynchus notatus, Raf. 8. 
Full of dirt, with fragmeota of endogenous vegetation, confer¬ 
vold algae, and many diatoms. 

86 . Silvery Minnow. Hybognathus argyritis Grd. 1. Full ot 
sand and an Immense number of diatoms, with a few filaments 
of confervold algae and fragments of other vegetable matter. 

37. Red-finned Shiner. Loxllus cornutus, Mlt. 2. Chiefly 
vegetable. Fragments of unrecognizable Insects, s mass of con- 
fervold algae and parts of s netted-veined leaf. 

38. Silver Fin. Luxllus snslostanus, Glr. 3. Insects of sev¬ 
eral orders snd a few algae. 

89. Red Fin. Lythrurus dlplaemlus, Raf. 1. A few small 
dlptera. 

40. Emerald Minnow. Notropls atherinoldee, Raf. 2. Sev¬ 
eral small gnats, an unknown bemlpter, and a little vegetable 
matter. 

41. Silver-mouthed Dace. Erlcymba buceata, Cope. 1. A 
few small larvae of dlptera, much sand and Indeterminable mat¬ 
ter, partly vegetable. 

42. Common Chub. Semotllns corporalle, Mlt. 1. Many 
Ephemera larvae and a larva apparently belonging to the Dy- 
tlacldae. 

SUCKERS. CATOSTOMIDAE. 24. 

My observations on this family Indicate that Its food is chiefly 
animal, consisting principally of mollusks, Insect larvae and 
entomoatraca. It is not Impossible that In this, as In some other 
cases, the proportion of vegetable food Is under-estimated, owing 
to the rapidity with which It Is digested, as compared with the 
chltlnous and calcareous coverings of arthropods snd mollusks. 
The Intestines of the family contain usually large quantities of 
mud. 

There seems to be a well defined difference between the food of 
the Catostomlnae (Red Horse) and that of tbe Bubsllchthylnse 
(Buffaloes), the former group feeding much more freely on mol- 
lusks than the Utter, snd less generaUy on entomoetraca. Of 
the eight Myxoetomaa examined, the principal food of each was 
small, tbln-sbelled Unlonldae (Anodonta), while no entomoetraca 
at all were observed In them, and annulate worms (Nsididse) 
were found In but two specimens. On the other hand, mollusks 
were found In only four out of fourteen carp and buffaloes (gas¬ 
teropoda 2, bivalves 2), snd In these Insignificant In quantity, 
while large numbers of entomoatraca were noticed Id twelve of 
the specimens. The Intestines of many of the buffaloes were 
ailed with a yellowish, shreddy, corpuscular fluid which I could 
only Interpret as altered Intestinal mucus snd broken down 
membrane. The fishermen st Peorls report, however, that these 
fishes frequent the mouths of the gutters from the still.houses of 
which the river front Is redolent, apparently feeding upon tbe dis¬ 
tillery slops. 

43. Red Horse. Myxostomamacrolepldotum, Le 8. 8. Chiefly 
mollusks (Unlonldae, Pbysa, Planorble). A number of ringed 
worms (Nsididse), fragments of Chars endogenous vegetation, 
snd much mud. 

44. Golden Red Horse. Myxostoma aureolum, Le 8. 2. Chiefly 
mollusks, (Anodonta, PsludlDs), s few slender ringed worms 
(Nsididse), much dirt snd a little unrecognized vegetation. 

45. Myzostoma, sp. undet. 8. Only mud and Unlonldae. 

46. Chub Sucker. Kremyzon ancetta, Lac. 2. Confervold 
algae, llatoms, mud. 

47. Carp Suckrrt. Carplodes, sp. 6. I have found It quite Im¬ 
possible to recognize tbe species of this genus with certainty by 
the descriptions extant, and nntll they have been revised prefer 
not to attempt to separate them, gasteropoda, Cblronomus larvae, 
and Crustacea. Also nomatold worms snd various algae. 

48. Red-mouth Buffalo. Ichthyobus bubal us, Raf. 6. Chiefly 
entomoatraca, a few Insect larva, crnatacea and one mollusk. 
Also diatoms, snd seeds snd glumes of grasses. 

49. Black Buffalo. Buballobthys nlger, Raf. 2. Larvae of 
gnats and May (Ilea. Unlonldae, Ceriodaphnla, Cyclop*, a Lttmbri- 
cua, diatoms, mud. 

OAT FISHES. S1LCRIDAE. 8. 

Very miscellaneous feeders, eating both animal and vegetable 
food, the former the more freely. Bones and piece* of fish were 
f ound, evidently from too large animals to have been swallowed

Bones and pieces of large tlshea 3, fragments of bivalve mol- 
lusks (no shells) 1, laud InsecU l (bees, plant bugs), aquatic 
larvae 6, water bugs 1, vegetable matter 4, (algae, Naladaceae, 
roots, stems and leaves of various plants). 4 

51, Black Cat Fish. Amlunis roelas, Raf. 3. Taken In small 
prairie creeks, McLean Co. Stomach of one was full of purely 
vegetable food, consisting cbtelly of a mass of confervold algae; 
that of the other contained no vegetation, but exhibited frag¬ 
ments of various Insects, some of them terrestrial, and remains 
of young craw-fishes and aquatic larvae.

53. Dug Fish. Grlnncl. Amia calva, L. 1. A single small 
specimen, 5 in. long, from 9. 111., had eaten some Ephemera lar¬ 
vae, a few ostracoda (Cyprls), and some confervold algae, with 
numerous diatoms. 

OAK PIKES. LEPinOSTBIllAE. 

53. Broad-nosed Oar. Lepldosteus platystomus, Raf. Beven 
or eight specimens were opened, but the stomachs of all but one 
were entirely empty. This one contained a common river craw¬ 
fish (Cambarus Immunls, Hagen). Is the gar a nocturnal 
feeder? 

8FOON-BILLBU CATS. rOLTODONTIDAS. 

54. Shove' Fish. BUI Fish. Polyodon folium, Lac. 5. This 
Is by far the most remarkable fish in our rivers, and is not less 
remarkable In Its food than Its structure. By the fishermen It Is 
supposed to live on the slime and mud of the river bottom. The 
alimentary canal of each of the five specimens examined was 
found full of a browulsh, half fluid mass, which, when placed 
under the microscope,was seen to be made up chiefly (in one case 
almost wholly) of couutless myriads of cntoinostraca, of nearly 
every form known to occur In our waters, Including many that 
have been seen as yet nowhere but In the stomachs of these 
fishes. Mixed with these, in varying proportion, were several 
undeteriniued and probably undescribed species of water worms 
(Annulate), most of them belonging to the family Naididae. 
Sometimes as much as a fourth of the mass was composed of 
vegetable matter.—largely algae, but Including fragments of all 
the aquatic plants known by me to occur In the waters of the 
Illinois, except (Jeratophyllum. Occasional leeches,water beetles, 
a few larvae of illptera and Ephemerae and water bugs (Corixa) 
were noticed. Among the Crustacea several specimens of the 
remarkable Leptodora hyalins already referred to were found. 

I have not had time for anything more than a general exami¬ 
nation of Ihc mass of matter presented,—sometimes more than a 
pint from a single Bsh,—and cannot, therefore, give a list of the 
species. Curiously, very little mud was mixed with the food. 

The remarkably developed gill-rakers of this species thus re¬ 
ceive their explanation. These are very uumeious and line, ar¬ 
ranged in a double row on each gill arch, and are twice as long 
as the filaments of the gill. By their interlacing they form a 
strainer scarcely less effective I lull the fi luges of the baleen plates 
of the whale, and probably allow the passage of the tine silt of 
the river bed when this is thrown into the water by tbe shovel of 
the flsb, but arrest everything as large as a t'ylopa. The fish is 
said by the fishermen to blow up the mud in feeding, with Its 
spatula-like snout, theu to swim slowly backward through the 
muddy water. Its mouth, IL may be noticed, is very large even for 
a flBh. 

It is possible that this wholesale destruction of entomostraca 
may affect tbe food supply of other and more valuable fishes, es¬ 
pecially of l he verv young of the predaceous species. We can 
not say, however, where tbe virtu* of the struggle comes in the 
life of any given species, and consequently are unable either to 
relieve or heighten it at will, or to perceive the full effect of the 
forces already at work. Fuller knowlelge must precede any but 
the most cautious and conservative recommendations. 


slon a formidable menace, If not a fatal wound, to our own Ash¬ 
ing interests,” and recommends the surrender of the privileges of 
Article XVIII. for the remaining six years upon a resumption, by 
the government, of tbe control of our owu market for this unex¬ 
pired period. _ .

If these vessels lost, as claimed, between (3,401 to (6,309 each, 
by being driven from the fishing grounds, It by no means follows 
that they would have made that amount if allowed to remain and 
fish, for the loss, as we understand It, was not one of prospective 
gains, but the result of the enforced idleness of the vessels, in 
wages, outfit, Interest on Investment, etc., therefore we fail to 
see how this Is to be construed as “Queen’s Evidence ” on the 
part of the Gloucester fishermen, nor why their claim for dama¬ 
ges should be construed by Mr. Wbitcher as evidence that 
“according to their own showing, they are worth very much 
more than the United States have so reluctantly paid in the Hal¬ 
ifax award.” 

Concerning the Justness of the award, there arc, of course, two 
sides, tbe American, and the Canadian. 

Remove the question entirely from local prejudice and how 
does it look from the point of view of a disinterested party, say 
France or Germany? They would naturally say: “The Ameri¬ 
cans have paid their money, but now Bre willing to throw up tbe 
bargain and lose the purchase money; It must have been a bad 
trade for them; the Canadians rejoiced at the award, and want to 
hold on to its results, they must have got the longest piece of the 
sausage.”

Mr. Seth Green, Rochester, N. Y.— 

My Dear Mr. Green: \\ ill you have the kindness (If you can 
find the leisure to do so) to inform me of your method in shaplug 
and tempering ordinary sewing needles so as to make what Is 
termed your needle-pointed “barblcss hook.” 

There was a description long ago In Forest and Stream how to 
do it, but I have hunted through the back numbers in vain to 
find It. 

I used the needle pointed barbless hook (such as you recom¬ 
mend) for the past season’s trout fishing, and shall hereafter use 
no other honk. 1 tie now all my flies on such hooks for trout 
fishing. How they would answer for salmon I am doubtful. I 
should certainly try them If I had a chance. 

Two great advantages may be justly claimed for these hooks: 
One Is. greater certaiDty In striking; and the other, that you do 
not kill the fish if you lose or wish to return it to the water. 

Every true hearted angler should use them for the latter, if for 
no other reason.

RECAPITULATION. 

It will be seen that the most important kinds of food urn in¬ 
sects, crustacea, plants, fishes and inollusks, in the order named 
These data apply entirely to adult fishes, however; if the young 
were also taken Into account, crustacean food would doubtless be 
found more Important. 

The best food fishes (“ fine fish” of the markets—Percldse, 
Labractdae, Centrachldae. Esoetdae) are chiefly piscivorous, ex¬ 
cept the Centraehldae, which are nearly omnivorous, but prefer 
Insects. Scarcely any fishes examined, except some Cyprtuidae, 
can be called strictly herbivorous, although the gizzard shad (Do- 
rosoma) Is chiefly to, the animal food taken being probably Inci¬ 
dental. 

That the sheepahead, with its enormous crushing pharyngeals, 
should eat fewer inollusks than the red horse, was scarcely to be 
expected, and may yet prove untrue. 

Cat-flsbes are the only ones shown to lie scavengers. The fish¬ 
ermen. however, attribute similar habits to sheepshead and buffa¬ 
lo-fish. 

Cyprlnidae seem to be divided Into two sections, correspond¬ 
ing to the shapes of the pharyngeal tectb, those without raptato- 
rial books being herbivorous. 

All these general statements ought, perhaps, to be put In the 
form of questions for future solution, since tbe number of speci¬ 
mens is too small and the space aud time represented too limited 
to justify settled conclusions. 

Fishery Troubles. 


Tbe Canadian view of the fisheries embroilment Is well shown 
In a pamphlet entitled; “ The Fisheries Commission and tbe 

Fortune Bay Affair,” with the headings: "United States Citi¬ 
zens Turn Queen’s Evidence,” and, “ Mr. Secretary Evarts and 
the Halifax Award," by Hon. W. F. Wbitcher, the able Commis¬ 
sioner on Fisheries for tbe Dominion. Concerning the claim 
made by tbe United States government for specific damages for 
Injury and loss occasioned by the interference of Inhabitants of 
Newfoundland with American herring fishermen at Fortune Bay, 
he says: 

«It does not appear that the deputation of petitioners who 
lately Interviewed Mr. Secretary Evarts, and lobhlcd tbe senate 
and congress, really expected to reap any direct benefit from 
tbelr extraordinary claims, but simply plied them for tbe Indirect 
purpose of prejudicing public sentiment, and Influencing execu¬ 
tive action In the direction of restoring to fish dealers, in New 
England, the privilege of limiting supplies of Canadian caught 
fish to United Slates consumers, and thereby enhancing tbe mar¬ 
ket value of tbelr own inferior catch.” 

Exactly how Mr. Whltchcr became possessed of the motives 
which actuated l be deputation from Gloucester, does not appear, 
and It is only an assumption on his part that their desire to ab¬ 
rogate tbe treaty was based upon the wish to control the market. 
Tbe “ Queen's Evidence," to which he refer* Is merely a few ex¬ 
tract* from the dispatches and correspondence of Secretary Evarts, 
In one of which the secretary says that “ It Is still the opinion of 
this government (U. 8.) that the posaeselon of our own market Is 
of vital Importance to the maritime province*, and such posse* 


A New Jersey Judge Decides lu Favor or Anglers. 

An important decision upon a disputed point In the protectory 
fishing laws of New Jersey, has recently been rendered by Jus¬ 
tice Alfred'Kecd of the Supreme Court of that state. A number 
of persona were arrested last Summer at Atlantic City for fishing 
with seines in the bays along the coast lu the vlclulty of that 
favorite Summer resort, and were fined by a Justice of the Peace, 
under the provisions of an act of the legislature, passed In 1878, 
to protect tbe hook and line fishing aud prevent the destruction 
of fish by wholesale, as has been done In past years, by sweeping 
their feeding grounds with nets. The cases were carried before 
justice Reed where they were defended on tbe ground that tbe , 
law was only of local application, and was therefore unconstitu¬ 
tional, since the constitution of the state forbids the passage of 
laws affecting particular localities, In cises which can be met by 
general laws. The court, after bearing the argument, decided 
that tbe law was not a local law, for although it imposed a pen¬ 
alty for fisblng with seines In particular localities, It Imposed that 
penalty, not only upon tbe citizens of that locality, but upon any 
sud all of the citizens of the state who might be found violating 
It. It was therefore a general law and not repuguant to the 
constitution. This decision effectnally disposes of a troublesome 
question as to the application of tbe laws affecting fisblng along 
tbe New Jersey coast, and cannot fall to be immensely beneficial 
In Its results. 


Small Fry. 

The Key West (Fla.) Fidette says: “ A bonanza has been dis¬ 
covered right here In our harbor. It was supposed that the 
sponge was extinct In the neighborhood, having been gathered 
years ago, but suddenly and by accident It Is ascertained that the 
neighboring bars are teeming with sponge of a superior quality. 
We are Informed by a sponge merchant that a few small boats se¬ 
cured between (8,000 and (10, 000 worth of sponge In two days 
last week, and all within a half hour’s sail of the wharf.” We 
were In New York city last week and also found the neighboring 
I,ars teeming with sponge, much of It of an Inferior quality how¬ 
ever, and some well soaked, hut still able to sop up a little rye or 
bourbon, still we don't think that we found a bonanza. 

—In speaking of tbe size to which the great fork-tailed cat-fish, 
Jclaluru* fureatus, grows, Mr. Long, fish commissioner of Kan¬ 
sas, says: “ Last May while at Lawrence, tbe writer (himself) 
saw one that weighed 178 pounds, and quotes Prof. Snow, of 
the Kansas State University, as having seen one of two pounds 
more, and then, before we have recovered breath, tells os: “Tra¬ 
dition Is positive," now, you know tradition always I* soon any 
subject, “that In the days of 1856 a fish of this species was cap¬ 
tured weighing 350 pounds, which required the aid of a steam¬ 
boat tow-line and a voke of oxen for It* safe deposit on I he river 
bank.” We have read somewhere that "there were giants In 
those days," snd now we know their location.

Stud Pointers—(Continued). 


BY “lEATHEKHBAD," IN “BELL’S LIFE." 

In the list of stud pointers that I gave In Bill’s Life, of Jan. 4, 
numbering thirty-four, and by the remarkB I have made ou them 
since that date, It will be seen that tbe largest majority of them 
arc tried field trial performers, and, In continuing tbe list, the 
same satisfactory connection with actual field merit Is apparent 
to eveD a greater extent In the chapter I am about to write than 
in any of my preceedlng papers. I find that I have to begin 
again with a celebrity of the first order, and that six others wll 
follow him. whose antecedents have In most cases been marked 
by some very good running, either at Shrewsbury. Devon, or at 
the Kennel Club meetings. 8uch dogs a* Mr. J. H. Salters 
Mike, Mr. W Arkwright’s Tramp, Mr. E. Bishop's Squire, Mr. 
Beckett’s Rector, and Mr. Whltehouse’s Mcgregor and Pax sre 
the kind of performers that made an American visitor say last 
Spring that hla own country might beat ua In setters, but that 
nothing possibly could beat England In pointers. He thought 
that Garnet and Bow Bells were the greatest marvels of canine 
perfection that he had ever seen, and he regretted to hear that a 
king’s ransom could not buy either of them. It Is something 
for England to be proud of to own certain breeds of animals that 
are almost beyond the competition of other countries, and It is 
no wonder that pointer breeders In particular, and the kennel 
club as representing the interest of really all the owners of the 
principal keonelB, should be terribly Jealous and severe against all 
those who show a disregard to the proper keeping and produc 
tlon of pedigrees. I feel very strongly on this point myseir, as 
more than twenty years’ experience has taught me the value "t 
pedigrees, and also the enormous amout of mischief that i* 
created by anything like laxity In this direction. I would not 
own a dog for twenty-four honrs, unless he could boast of " 
grandfather, and the longer I live the more crotcbetty I »m 
coming for the blue blood, the very bluest of the blue. I thins 
the time Is fast arriving when the kennel club will have to shut 
Its doors and the pages of the stud book to all outsiders as regart - 
every description of dog, but I am certain that even now the signs 
of the times are dead against any sort of action which tnlg it 
place tbe pedigrees of our pointers and setters in 
any sort of jeopardy. With such a strong feeling P”’j‘ 
lent, and the matter being really In tbe hands of sportsmen 1" 
do as they please, the breeding of pointers and setters must pr ’ 
gress, In even a greater ratio than It has ever done before, wh"« 
good breeders were scarce, and when there was nothing like ra e 
to keep doggy affairs straight. Tbe hero coming next In roy et’" 
pointers Is Mr. J. H. Salter’s Mike, by champion Bang out of 
Miller’s Sella I have never known as much almut tbe lssi 
named bitch as I should wish, excepting that she has been a r»rr 
good one In the field, and that Mr. 8. Price has alwaa • Mcrl '" 
that he knew her to be a very good bred btteb. There was [I* 1 
let blood In her, 1 believe, and so It 1* probable that Mlk*' ” 
crossed Into Hamlet, though I would fain aay that I do not 
these probabilities, and here comes the vslne of pedigrees «g 9 ' • 
to know exactly where marked merit come* from. I make a rn 
now that whenever anyone sends a bitch to my stud dogs I " |W 
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on having t * le P®*I!gree of the bitch If I do not know It myself; 
»nd so In another ten years I shall be able to have a private stud 
book In which every cross will come back to my mind as positive 
.vrtalntlea. I look upon Mike as one who has had bis pedigree 
tried, as there la no proof better than absolute results, aud he 
has already got some very good ones, Including more than one 
belli trial performer, two very good ones representing Mr. Lons- 
dale’s kennel last Spring at Horseheath, and I see that Mr. 8. 
Price Is so Impressed with the merit of the strain that he has be¬ 
come possessed of another litter by Bang out of Sella. Cham¬ 
pion Bang has had very few better-looking eons than Mike, who 
Is very like his celebrated sire, though not quite on so large a 
scale, and he la not so grand about the head as the old dog, but for 
shoulders, putting together, and legs and feet, there are very few 
to beat Mike. From a small puppy he was the very Incamatlou 
of pluck and high breeding, and Mr. 8. Price told me that from 
the time he began to run about he was never happy unless he was 
hunting. How Mr. Price broke him history does not say, but at 
any rate he brought him out for a Held trial when he 
was only eleven months old, and I shall never forget how he 
completely electrified the spectators at the Devon and Cornwall 
trials, when all the partridges In about two parishes appeared to 
have settled In one field of rough cultivation, and Mike happened 
to drop amongst them. Pair after pair, he found them in the 
most beautiful form Imaginable, dropping to wing, then on 
again, and I think It was calculated that he found seven brace in 
ten minutes, and all so well done that every bird could have been 
shot by a single gun. I know at the time I thought him the beet 
puppy that I had ever seen, and after I had seen him perform In 
the local Brace 8take with his father, I recollect I strongly ad¬ 
vised Mr. Price to send them to Shrewsbury, as I felt pretty sure 
that nothing could beat them. They won, as I thought they 
would do, and the most remarkable feature In field trial history 
Is their repeated victories three years In succession against the 
best setters and pointers In England. The father and son never 
worked so well against other dogs as they did together, as they 
seemed to understand each other thoroughly, and with rare In¬ 
telligence, to know that neither could very well make a mistake. 
It Is a great pity that some great artist never travelled down to 
Shrewsbury to see them, as a grander brace never stood and 
backed each other than champion Bang and Mike. On other oc¬ 
casions Mike has performed like a real good dog, for he very 
nearly beat champion Drake at Horseheath, and his performance 
on another occasion with Mr. Whltehouse's Rapid was something 
magnificent. On the show bench Mike has also beeu fairly suc¬ 
cessful, as he has taken a first at the Crystal Palace and a second 
at the Alexandra Palace, besides several of lesser Importance. 
Mike's forte was extraordinary staying powers, great speed, and 
indomitable pluck. I should not choose him for n wildish 
bitch, but for a good, honest, steady sort, wanting, perhaps, 
a bit of pace and dash, I could not recommend a better 
sire than Mike. Mr. W. Arkwright’s Tramp is possibly 
at this moment the best-looking lemon and white pointer In En 
gland, and his pedigree is a tolerably clear one, and contains a 
great deal of the very best blood of the day. He Is by General 
Prim, who, as I have stated before, was by Holford's Bang, 
dog bred to Lord Derby’s strain out of Fairy, by Hamlet, and 
the dam of Tramp was Mink, by Don out of Belle—Don, by 
Whltehouse’s Rap, son of Hamlet—and Belle was a bitch bred by 
Sir George 8t Gore, who patronised the best blood of the day. 
There are, therefore, two strains of Hamlet In Tramp, and yet far 
enough removed to admit of some more judicious crossing Into 
that family. Mr. Arkwright has recently added several bitches 
by champion Bang to his kennel, and these will do exactly to 
cross with Tramp, who Is a good dog also, to put In some fresh 
blood to any strain that, has been getting a bit too close, as, to 
use a racing parlance, Tramp is a very open bred dog. He Is a 
beautiful dog for style and point, and his color, the bright lemon 
even marked, Is superb. I have been told that no day can be 
loo long for him, and he bas more than once shown great merit 
at field trials. He was put out at Horseheath for the Field Trial 
Derby In 1875 by the absolute winner, Countess Bear, though 
many people considered that hte performance was a good one, 
and that be was more than an average puppy. His next per¬ 
formance was at Shrewsbury the following year, when be ran 
second In the all-aged stake with Rector, but I know I was not 
Impressed with this feat, as I have always thought Mr. Barclay 
Field’s Dick beat him on that occasion, and should have won the 
stake, nowever, every one then admired Tramp's style, and he 
was Just the same handsome performer last year at Horseheath, 
allhough be was not then a lucky dog In any of bis trials. If I 
wanted to breed lemon and white pointers Tramp Is the dog I 
should like to use, as he Is full of pointer character, both as 
regards looks and In his style of performing In the field. Of 
Mr. T. B. Bowers’ Marsyas, recently advertised, I 
know nothing excepting that there cannot he a better 
bred one, and that he belongs to quite a field trial family both 
on the side of his sire and dam. He is, In fact, own brother to 
Teal, the dam of Priam and Scamp; and so he Is by Lord 
Downe’s Mars, a field trial winner, by champion Drake out of 
Mr. Lort's Lill, a field trial winner, by Holford Bang out 
of Fairy, by Hamlet. Mr. Lort's Naso is, I expect, one of 
the very best pointers In Eugland, though on each occasion 
he has tried conclusions at field trials he bas hail the bad luck to 
meet something quite out of the common In thu way of merit 
At Shrewsbury he met champion Drake on a day the old dog 
went wonderfully well, and at Horseheath he met Mr. Bar- 
tram’s, now Mr. Salter’s, Romp, when the latter was In such form 
that It was a very difficult task for anything to heat her. Naso 
showed that he was a very fast dog on the two occasions he has 
appeared In public, and that be Is endowed with plenty of nose. 
His private reputatiou Is very high, and be Is a good-looking 
blood-llke dog, liver aod white, with tan marked head. He Is 
rarely bred, by Duke, son of champion Drake, out of Fairy, the 
dam of General Prim and LIU, by Hamlet. Mr. E. Bishop’s, 
late Mr. Macdona’s, Squire was one of the best little dogs that 
ever rau la a field trial, as ho waa as quick as a lamplighter, and 
his style was something splendid. With the setter Ranger he 
won the braces at Bala, and he was always very prominent In 
every stake be ran for. For several seasons he was the champion 
small pointer of the day at the Important shows, and consider- 
Ing what he waa In the field, and bis good looks, It Is a wonder 
he baa not beeu inure bred frum by the lovers of lemon and 
white pointers, as bla breeding was quite In the right direction, 
by General Prim, the sire of the abqyy mentioned Tramp out of 
Miranda, by Mr. Whltehouse’s Rap out of Mona, by Bob out of 
•luoo, Mlrauda being a very Inbred bitch to Hamlet, as Mons 
was bla sister, and Rap was his son, and Rap being also the sire 
of Don, the sire In his turn of Mink (the dam of Tramp) makes 
Squire and Mr. Arkwright’s dog almost own brothers In 
blood. Mr. Huggln’i Don Juan I recollect noticing at 
Birmingham aa a very good-looking liver and white dog, 
of a very workmanlike appearance, and by his pedigree 
he Is own brother to Mr. Mason’s champion Don, by 
Random (brother to Sancho) out of Juno, a bitch not traced, but 
•aid to be of a very old family. The Dons and Don Juans bother 
me terribly, but If thli particular Don Juan le the sire of Mr. Ark¬ 
wright’s beautiful bitch Prude, and again of Mr. R Lloyd Price’s 
Juno, he ought to be considered one of the best sires of tbe day. 

I see It was at Birmingham In 187S that I put a very favorable 
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note against the name of Don Joan when he was shown amongst 
the medium-sized dogs, and be had a brother named Sancho 
highly commended, but It wsb easy to perceive which was the best, 
and also the owner’s opinion of the two, as Sancho was down to 
be sold for 15gs and Don Juan atSOgs. Mr. B. P. Lanclie’s Bsng 
II. is own brother (same litter) to Bow Bells, and, as be Is the 
best-looking dog of that litter, for I prefer him to Mr. R. Lloyd 
Price’s Ben, he Is worth the attention of breeders, although he Is 
not exactly the style of dog most people would fancy. The blood, 
however, Is very tempting, by champion Bang out of Belle, by 
Sancho, and as this Is the pedigree of Bow Bells,* about the best 
pointer bitch, I should say, In the world, It might be no bad 
judgment breeding from Bang II. Perhaps the most extraordi¬ 
nary pointer performer of modern days has been Mr. Beckett’B 
Rector, the winner three years in succession of the All-Aged 
Btakes at Shrewsbury—a little mean-looking black and white 
dog, but with wonderful Intelligence fairly written on his counte¬ 
nance, and whilst the grand champion Bang waa ranging his 
ground with the precision of a general, the funny-looking little 
black and white dog would whip round him and get his head Into 
the wind of the birds and be on them before you could say nine- 
pence His style was awfullytelllng, too, so that no judges could 
help being enchanted with him,and thus old Drake has gone down 
before him, 8. Price’s Bang, Mr. Arkwright’s Tramp, Lord Downe’s 
Mars, and a host of others of the very first order. With all these 
proofs, however, of extraordinary merit, pointer breeders never 
seemed to fancy him, and the specimens brought out at field 
trials by bltn were such funny looking ones that no one would 
be Inclined to venture a deal of patronage on the sharp little 
Rector. The kennel par excellence which bas done more for 
pointer breeding than any other Is unquestionably the Ipsley 
Court kennel, belonging to Mr. J. H. Whitehouae. It was here 
that Hamlet was bred, and wherever we look for winners, either 
on the bench or at field trials, there Is no getting away from the 
Hamlet strain. It runs all through tbe Devon Bang sort. It is 
the principal Ingredient In the General Prim family, and of late 
much of the best merit seen at both shows and field trials has 
been a cross of Hamlet to a more remote Hamlet strain. I have 
explained how Hamlet was bred, how he Inherited the blood of 
Lord Derby’s strain, and how there was another hard lemon and 
white strain In him, spoken of and explained by Joseph Lang, of 
Cockspur street. Mr. Whltchouse has preserved ttjls Ilanilet 
family, and although the old dog Is dead, and his sons, If there 
are any about, must be getting Into years, there are many of his 
grandsons In Mr. Wbltebouse’B kennel, and that gentleman has 
probably the hest stud of bitches, all tracing to Hamlet, of any¬ 
one lu the country. To get fresh blood has been a difficulty, no 
doubt, with Mr. Whitehouse, as he, bos been averse to some of 
the fashionable strains, to-wlt, he has not as yet been able to 
stand the Drake family, and his chief source for a change has 
been to the Brockton’s Bounce sort through Sancho. In doing 
this a change of color has been brought about In the Ipsley 
kennels, but I shall expect to see It come back to the old 
lemou and white standard, for which It has had a 
world-wide reputation. I know Mr. Whitehouse has more pointer 
sires than I have put down to him, though none coine nearer to 
my mind than Rapid, Macgregor, Cedric, Trent, Joker, and Pax. 
Of these Rapid was a purchase, and I believe Mr. Whitehouse in¬ 
tends to breed from him. He is, I should say, quite the fustest 
pointer of the day, and with rare nose and beautiful style, he 
would be almost invincible If he could at all limes be depended 
upon. He is a liver and white, hardly up to prize form to look 
at, and he Is by Change, brother to Sancho, out of Brackenbury’s 
Romp, an extraordinary good bitch, as I once saw her beat Price’s 
champion Bang, in a fair and square trial. Macgregor I once 
thought would make the best pointer sire In England, as be was 
wonderfully good looking, and his performance at Sleaford, when 
ho won the open stake, and divided the Champion Cup, made 
him out to be ouc of the very best dogs of the day. His breed¬ 
ing also, was as good as It could be, by Sancho out of Blanche, 
by Bob, son of Hamlet, out of Mona, sister to Hamlet. I have 
not seen as many young Macgregors as I expected, however, and 
I think Mr. Whitehouse has bred more from Trent, by Rap out of 
Blanche—Rap, a son of Hamlet, and aa Blanche had two crosses 
of Hamlet In her, these brothers, Trent and Joker, are three 
times crossed to tbe old dog. Those exhibited by Mr. Whitehouse 
at Birmingham are very beautiful members of this Hamlet faintly, 
and as the strain has been proved to bit with every other sort It 
has been tried with, Ihese Inbred Hamlet dogs of the Ipsley Court 
kennels cannot be considered too valuable.

Editor Chicago Field: —I Imagine you are thinking that I 
“ cut off more’n I could chaw ” (to use a common expression) in 
my last article QDder the above caption; but not bo. I hare 
simply been hibernating under the sleet and Ice of the coldest 
January the South ever saw, and ruminating upon tbe treachery 
of mao’s heels on tbe surface of an Ice-bank or orange peel, as well 
as before tbe gaping muzzles of a fierce brigade. 

It was a dismal day, and whilst tbe thermometer was going 
down below zero, a solitary man about my size and inches was 
seen to shrink np suddenly In his own door a It mercury and to 
go ten steps—downwards I mean—below his own level; landing 
my bodily craft—I may as well confess It—on Its larboard side, 
awkwardly against a sand stone, and heavily agalnet my own will. 
Crawling back, however, on all-fours to the point whence I 
started ont on twos, 1 sought that sovereign remedy which the 
newspapers say Gen. Grant likes so much, and which, on dll, set 
“ Mohawk" on bis pins at Nashville after his historical ride ’poo 
tbe back of tbst proverbial anlmufc which la coupled In the mind 
of every Southern " nigger ” with a cabin and a free gift of 
“ forty acres of alluvial land." 

In short, I have been waiting for the sun to come out to see 
how cold I’ve really been ; to thaw out and “ limber up,” for I 
really believe you’ll sigh with regret when I tell you of the dis¬ 
location, yes, the mangling, the mashing, the crushing of every 
-Idea of quill driving for tbe nonce. 

Again, Mr, Editor, when I notice the approval of so many of 
your contributors I cannot refrain from enlisting In tbe swelling 
ranks, to urge the value aud Importance of this beautiful branch 
of a dog’s tuition, which shall constitute tbe subject of my letter; 
all of It, too, enhanced by the magic touch of " Ellen Alice’s" 
gifted pen, whose radiant Influence upon tbe rougher element of 
the sporting circle his left a gilded edge to the clouds of dis¬ 
sension, which sometimes threaten lu the distance; the brilliancy 
of which others of her sex might well emulate, and thereby add 
a chartn and an Interest, and last but not least, a refinement to 
the enchanting realms of tbe sportsman's little world. 

For when to oar circle woman Innda 
Uer graceful charms, and wittingly blende 
Her gome sod pearls of ganlu rare. 

Whst ardent sportsman can forbnnr 
To " chip In" the little he may know. 

(Jt wary woodsman bla daalra forego 
To " aoln hla yarns,” his tales rehearse. 

And pipe bis songs In nptc ferae? 
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• When lovely woman treads the heath. 

Zephyrs bring their perfumed breath , 

Blue above na doth tbe eky appear, ■ 

'Soft and frigraut Is the atmosphere, 

Aud every boom that cracks Ibe air 
Falls sweeter 'pun the hunter's ear. 

I thought, reader, In my last that I had left my thread of Btory 
wound about the necks of pup and the household baby, but 
“ Mohawk" tells me that the link was missing, so let this be my 
excuse for Introducing the youngster at this juncture. 

Methinks I can already hear you ask, “ What the deuce bas a 
baby to do with the breaking of a pup!" If you are an old 
“ hatch,” passing the greater part of your day under the cloud of 
tobacco smoke, and 'mid the mazes of profound reverie; or your 
conjugal ties have not been welded by one of these wee-wee 
prattl rs, then I feel that your convictions grow stronger In favor 
of pup alone; on the other hand, I always associate one with the 
other, and though the presence of tbe little biped is not indispen¬ 
sable to tbe success of the quadruped, I must confess that a jolly 
good boy baby—one that permits pup to lick his face and bite 
his ear without squawling—Is an auxiliary In the preservation of 
that key to success—a good temper. You are constantly amused 
and diverted at his grimaces when pup’s nose touches bis, and at 
bis mirth and glee when pup scampers for the rolling ball. 

You may ask why I advised a feint of throwing the glove or 
ball at the time of saying: “Go, fetch." It Is intended to make 
your pupil distinguish positively and emphatically the meaning 
of this command, for anyone will run or chase a ball when he 
sees It going from him, regardless of auy word or commaod asso¬ 
ciated with the act, but when he is observed to jump up and 
seek about, or start with uplifted head at the words: “Go, fetch," 
then you may have cause to feel that your lessons have been 
thorough, your patience rewarded, and one stepping stone firmly 
laid at the base of the structure whose pinnnacle you have In 
view. 

After I have carried my pupil through the course which I ad 
vlBed in my last, for a week or two, I then begin to vary hla ex¬ 
ercise by throwing the glove down a lllglit of steps, and bidding 
him to fetch, or by rolling his ball swiftly along a gallery floor 
so that It may escape out Into the yard, under the railing, before 
he can arrest Its course. Now, for the first time does pup don 
(pardon this pun) his thinking cap and bring his reasoning powers 
Into play. He is a little chagrined at having hts time beat, he 
pokes his smeller through the ballusters, looks wistfully down at 
the spot where the bail dropped, perhaps he may bark, and 
finally with a significant wag of his tall, wheels and comes on 
toward and by me—where 1 am still maintaining my position 
and Issuing orders -down the steps and then round the end of 
the house, takes the trail, roads it out and retrieves, prouder than 
ever before. I continue to practice him at this and similar exer¬ 
cises for a few days, when I extend the distance or range by 
throwing the hall a good way through the yard, In such s man¬ 
ner as to let It skip the earth and leave Its scent, and to stop In 
the grass or leaves or some difficult place to find. I do not allow 
him to break for It, but hold him by the collar until It is out of 
sight, then order him to “fetch," going forward with him when 
he seems baffled, saying all the time, “ fetch,” and encouraging 
him with familiar terms. When a pupil has been exercised In this 
manner for seYeraUlays, and is Induced to delight at this work, I 
change the programme again by holding one hand over his eyes 
while I throw the ball with ibe other. Not knowing the direction 
now,a severe test Is put upon his nose or scenting power when I re¬ 
lease him, and a natural hut strong demand made upon his rang¬ 
ing Instinct and circling propensities, and, Indeed, it is no little 
pleasure to watch a young aud well-bred pup of five months, In 
this branch of yard breaking, alternately catching and losing the 
trail, or with head up, arresting the wind, aud with lashing stern, 
milk upon the breeze to the object of his search, and retrieve it in 
a gallop to his master’s hand. 

The course of training, like that of true love, does not always 
run smooth, and how many of us have been ruffled at seeing a 
pup stop half way, deliberately come down Into the tantalizing 
position of “charge," and begin to gnaw bis ball; or if It be a 
cold day, rush off to the right or'left, to a warm spot in the sun, 
from where a pair of furLlve glances would seem to say: “ Don’t 

you feel like selling out!” 

Now It Is just on such occasions that many a pup, after weeks 
of painstaking, is dealt with wrongly by some handlers, and his 
service as a retriever “ nipped In the bud " He Is walked up to 
and perhups cuffed, or his ears nearly pulled out of place, until 
he scampers off from pain and flight, and his tutor left wonder¬ 
ing why, after such wholesome correction, he doesn’t obey bis 
commands. He seems to forget, or he may not know that he Is 
dealing with the instinct of an Infant, as It were, and not with 
the limited reasoning powers, even, of an older subject. As a 
general thing, when a puppy does this, lie Is becoming tired, and 
his handler should “ let up " on him and discontinue his lesson 
for the time. When one does It with me on the off-start or soon 
after even, 1 walk off from him suddenly and hurriedly as if 
going to the bbuse, upon which he will come ou after me, where¬ 
upon I turn on him as quickly again, stoop down, take his ball 
and caress him; if he Is very persistent in this habit (which It 
will grow to be If Indulged), I commence to be more Impera¬ 
tive, advance briskly toward him, a few feet at a time, saying, 
“Fetch It here sir,” or I hook my finger quickly In his collar, 
give him a firm but not painful jerk, move back again quickly, 
snap my linger, and bid him “fetch.’’ I have repeatedly had 
pups after such treatment, to Jump up and meet me with tbe 
ball upon seeing me advance with a resolute and austere manner, 
and after such a course pursued persistently with them. 

Training a dog or any other animal, implies a deeper signifi¬ 
cation than the Idea which the terms making or forcing convey to 
the minds of a great many. The pupil that Is lead, Induced, and 
gently urged to his duties, by a handler who has his cause at 
heart, serves out a regular apprenticeship, as It were, md be 
comes St maturity so habituated to the calls, necessities, aod 
tasks Imposed by hl6 handler or master, that In the end he Is as 
awkward In disobeying, committing errors, or doing unclean 
work, as the cobbler or unbroken dog would be In scorings point 
of merit. Willi these facts In view, and sustained by experience 
as well, I would advise all uovk-es and young trainers to “go 
alow " anil strive to gradually devclope desirable qualities In his 
pupil, rather than force them upon him at and within the age of 
twelve months; and endeavor to make Ids dog a companionable 
hunter knowing but one master, rather than to have him go 
through the bauds of Tom, Dick and Harry. 

I must confess a weakness for retrievers, and think that a dog’s 
mission within the province of 8t. Hubert Is an aimless one, de¬ 
void of any pleasure or gratification to the ardent sportsman 
unless be Is a bold and ready retriever; and In suite of the stern 

mandates and old fogy restrictions of “ D»ar P-,’’ sod the 

Briton’s fastidious notions, I cannot fall to see the absolute 
necnrtly as well as the witchery of retrieving. 

If I have not been too prolix, Mr. Editor, on this occasion, 1 
will dip my feather again In my corner of your printer’s pool, 
and spatter your pages with a spray of hope for the retriever’s 
success and promotion, trusting, In tbe Interval, to read or hear 
of some ambitious handler who will emulate the example of 
Mobile’s Don, or spin aa good a yarn as his master.

The Conundrum Answered. 


• New York. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Being the owner ot Jersey—Duke, 

X believe I can answer the conundrum of " K,” In the Chicago 
Field of the 15th, whether the specials won by him at Pitts¬ 
burgh,went to NewJersey or to Monroe, Mich., satisfactorily t All 
five prizes won by Jersey Duke, at Pittsburgh, specials and regu¬ 
lar, have gone to New Jersey, and are In my possession now, ex¬ 
cepting a corduroy suit, which has not been received yet, it being 
made to order for me; but I have just received a letter from Mr. 

J. J. 8nellenburg. New Brighton, Pa., the donator of this prize, 
that the same would be sent on the 17th of this month. Mr. 
8nellenburg, the owner of the fine Laverack dog Thunder, who 
received the prize for second best setter In the show, requests me 
at the same time to answer the conundrum of “ K,” as It reflects 
on the characters of myself, Mr Davidson, and all persons con¬ 
nected with said show. For this reason, and In justice to Mr. 
Davidson, and all concerned, I shall go a little more Into details 
and show what an Inexcusable and deplorable false point “ K ’’ 
has made. 

When entering my dogs, I was Informed by the secretary of the 
association that a Dr. Walker would Judge the setters, and as I 
am always willing to let my dogs go for what they are worth, I 
was perfectly satisfied. A few days before the show, Mr. Snell- 
enburg wrote me that either Mr. J. E. Long, J. Davidson, or D. 

C. Sanborn would act as Judge, and generously promised to look 
personally after the Interest and welfare of my dogs, as I had to 
send them by express, not being able to go to Pittsburgh myself. 

At the same time I heard that Mr. Davidson was Invited to jndge. 
The dogs were sent, and though T received a postal card from Mr. 
8nellenburg advising me of Duke being first, and congratulating 
me upon my vtctory, as he had won fair and In a good class, I 
never knew what prizes had been won by my dogs, nor even who 
bad judged them, before I saw the report of the show In the 
Forest and Stream— about a week after receiving my dogs back. 

I will further say, in justice to Mr. Davidson, that I have never 
written a single line to him and never received nor ever seen a 
word written by him. I have only met Mr. Davidson during the 
two New York shows, and though I was Introduced to him dur¬ 
ing the last show, I hardly think he would know and remember 
me. I am now more than ever convinced and consider the Pitts¬ 
burgh awards good proofs for Mr. Davidson's honest decisions, 
as though several most excellent dogs, owned by personal friends 
and members of the association competed against Jersey Duke, 
who was only owned by an outsider, Mr. Davidson was not In the 
least Influenced by either friendship or anything else, and awarded 
Jersey Duke first, because he was, according to bis opinion, the 
best dog,and so endorsed the judgment of Mr. Lort, at NewYork, 

In 1878. 

Now in return, another conundrum, which If not publicly will 
probably be answered by each reader to his own private satisfac¬ 
tion : Was K.’s communication written by a gentleman sportsman 
who honestly thought to uncover fraud, and who had reason to 
suspect such behind the Pittsburgh awards, or was the same In¬ 
spired by malice of some miserable, jealous somebody, who saw 
fit to cast suspicion In a small, ungentlemanly way upon the 
characters of fellow sportsmen 1 If the former, I hope he will 
come forward like a man and give bis name and reasons, If only 
for the benefit of future shows; but If the latter—well,If such un 
warranted, groundless slurs can find their way into the respecta¬ 
ble papers of the country, then the sooner sportsmen withdraw 
from these competitions the better Justus von Lengerke, 

[An explanation from us Is proper. The “ conundrum” re¬ 
ferred to came in Immediately after the Pittsburgh show, and, 
being written on a small piece of paper, got by mistake In the 
package of manuscript to go up to the composition room Instead 
of In the package held In reserve. When the proofB came down 
from the composition room we noticed It and marked It •“ lay 
over,” by which the foreman would understand to keep It until 
ordered In. Notwithstanding the writer Is well known to us. be¬ 
fore Inserting It In our columns we desired to know whether he 
based his statement on mere suspicion or positive knowledge, as 
If the former, we would not give publicity to It, as It has always 
been our custom never to allow In our columns a statement re¬ 
flecting on the Integrity of any one without there was good evi¬ 
dence of the truth of it Moreover, Mr. Von Lengerke we know 
to bea gentleman,and a man whom we honestly believe to be above 
anything which Is not strictly honorable, and we are satisfied 
would rather accept defeat for his dog than be awarded a prize 
which had to be obtained through a bribe. And although we were 
fighting Mr. Davidson on the Minnesota field trials, yet we were 
not availing ourselves of every opportunity to slur him; but on 
the contrary confined our attacks on him to his con¬ 
duct In those trials, and In consequence threw Into the waste 
basket very many communications about him which 
had no bearing on the subject. As the Pittsburgh bench show 
ended Jan. 15, the “ conundrum” had been In type very nearly 
a month when it appeared. Just before the Issue of the 15th. 
In which It appeared, we changed our foreman. We were com 
pelled to leave for Springfield to attend the Sportsmen’s Conven 
tlon the night before the paper of the 15th was made up. We 
had determined to “ kill" the Item on our return if we did not 
by that time receive the Information we had asked for from the 
writer; and to be sure that It did not go In, we drew the new 
foreman's special attention to it—that It was not to go In but to 
“ lay over." Great was our annoyance to find that It had gone In, 
and we had for our last Issue an explanation In substance as this, 
when Mr. Von Lengerke’s letter arrived, too late for Insertion 
but In lime for us to withhold the explanation, preferring It 
should accompany his letter In this Issue. Mr. Von Lengerke’s 
annoyance canDot be any greater than ours at the appearance of the 
Item, as we propose, under no circumstances, to allow In our 
columns reflections on the character of any one unless there be 
good grounds for them. But for our change of foreman, and 
absence when the paper was made up, the article would never 
have seen light, as up to this time we have not received the In 
formation asked from the writer. The explanation Is due to 
ourselves and to all parties concerned, and Bhould be sufficient 
and satisfactory.— Ed.]

The Philadelphia Show. 

^VlLMINQTON, Del. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The Philadelphia Keuuel Club an¬ 
nounce that they will hold their first annual bench show of dogs 
on the Slst, 22d, 23d, 24th and 25th of April next, 

It has been generally known for some time that the club In¬ 
tended to hold a bench show, but the formal announcement has 
been delayed until the names of the Judges of the sportlug classes 
could be given at the same time. It Is with much satisfaction to 
themselves, and they hope It will also be to exhibitors, that Mr. 
John E. Long, of Detroit, Mich., and Major J. M. Taylor, of 
Lexington, Ky., have kindly consented to act as Judges of point¬ 
ers, setters and spaniels. A third member In this class will prob¬ 
ably be added, either as Judge or referee, and possibly one taken 
from the membership of the club, though they desire In all cases 
to select judges who are not connected with the club where they 
can obtain the services of such. The Philadelphians, however, 
are very fortunate In having In Dr. Twaddell and Mr. James B. 
England two of their own members, of the largest experience as 
judges of dogs, as well as of a reputation that would ensure the 
highest and most general confidence In their awards, and these 
gentlemen will probably be added to the corps of judges, either 
In the sporting or non-sporting classes. 

The club expect the exhibit of fox-bounds to be an especial 
feature of their show, as there are half a dozen packs In the 
neighborhood of Philadelphia of high repute, both for their 
breeding and field qualities, and they propose to have a special 
judge for this class, whom they will shortly announce 

The club have secured for the show a flue hall, now In course 
of erection, on North Broad street, near Vti.e street, which will 
be easy of access and convenient In all Its arrangements. The 
club has such confidence In the zeal and Industry of Its executive 
committee as to have dispensed with a superintendent, and all 
of the duties usually attaching to his office will be discharged by 
the various committees of members. They have engaged at¬ 
tendants of large experience In former shows, both at Philadel¬ 
phia and elsewhere, to attend to the reception, feeding, and care 
of the dogs under the direct supervision of the committee; and 
exhibitors the country over may be assured of the moat thorough 
and responsible attention and care of their dogs. On this point 
the club are especially anxious there should be no mlunderstaud- 
lng. 


I would like to know whether you think It practicable. I will get

After she has stood It a short time, walk In ahead of her, fire 
a light charge of powder from the gun, and then pick up the 
bird, allowing her to smell of It. Repeat this several times, or 
until she comee to a stand of her own accord. Or, It she will not 
stand, use a check-cord uutll she does, and the desired result Is 
attained. 

Do you think this mode would gain the desired end, and u 
It practicable, or would you consider her unworthy the trouble! 

I have very little, or, you may say, no practical experience 
with the field working of a dog (as my remarks will probably re¬ 
veal) although I am passionately fond of shooting, and my heart's 
desire Is to own a good field dog, and think I have a fair Idea of 
what a dog ought to do, and how be ought to do It I must do 
Mr. Bumetead the justice to say that the plan I have stated here 
Is not his, but I got the Idea from him. G. T. Y. 

Gun-Shyness. 


From the above It will be 6een that us respects both judging 
and superintendence, the Philadelphia Kennel Club are about 
to Inaugurate a new departure. The cause and the reason of 
this course will appear from a knowledge of the character of the 
club, and the gentlemen who compose It. It Is uot an organiza¬ 
tion, association, or partnership for the breeding, or selling, or 
advertising, or showing of dogs for a profit. It Is Innocent of 
any part or lot In the ferocious controversy between the “ blues " 
and the “natives." Philadelphia and its vicinity is Intensely 
devoted to sport in all Its phases, and yet probably no Dart of the 
country possesses fewer setters and pointers of the blues or Im¬ 
portations since 1874, or fewer persons who own or breed dogs 
for profit, either In person or under the nom de plume of a kennel 
club. Maybe In this they are somewhat behind the rest of the 
country. Surely It Is not because they are not ardent sports¬ 
men, and despite their love for, and faith in their old strains of 
>• Blsrnarka,” and our own Delaware “ Glldersleeves,” I have pre¬ 
dicted for them, when they do take It, the worst case of confluent 
dog fever yet developed on the continent. The officers and ex¬ 
ecutive committee of the the club are made up of the moat prom¬ 
inent and active sportsmen, and the general membership iucludes 
a long list of men of the best stauding among merchants, bank¬ 
ers, physicians, lawyers, as well as of men of wealth and leisure. 
The sole object of their organization and of this bench show Is 
the Improvement of the breeding of dogs, and the advancement 
of the Interest of sport generally. It was therefore natural for 
them, and In accordance with their own inclinations, to act on 
the feeling which found such general expression a year ago, to 
have new judges and more than one judge. They desire and 
have sought In advance to throw around their show every safe¬ 
guard and assurance In their power, that it shall be conducted 
with the utmost Impartiality, with entire freedom from the bias 
of former awards, and that every dog entered shall have the un- 
embarassed judgment of judges of veteran experience, and the 
highest standing.

Won’t NUntl Her Game.

Editor Chicago Field: —I have just been looking over my 
treasures, and of what do you think they consist?—three years’ 
numbers, or six volumes, of the Chicaoo Field As I looked 
them over and scanned their contents and engravings, I could not 
help but think how very foolish those of your subscribers are who 
fall to file and bind the Field.

But this was not what I particularly set out to write about. 
The discussion on puppies chasing has greatly Interested me, be¬ 
cause I have a case of that kind, and I wish, Mr. Editor, after I 
have stated the caBe, you, or some of your valued correspondents, 
would give me your opinion. It Is this: I have a well-bred (at 
least she Is said to be well-bred, and her looks Justify the state 
ment) Irish setter bitch, now a little over a year old. 8he is ex¬ 
tremely fond of a gun and ot bunting, but she seems to have no 
Idea of etandlng her game. I yard-broke her some, to retrieve 
and to-ho, and took her to Michigan with me lest Fall to try her 
on game, but It turned out so that 1 had little time to hunt while 
there, and what bunting I did do, It was Impracticable to use a 
dog, being mostly on squirrels and ducks, and occasionally a 
ruffed grouse, but the grouse were found In places, mostly, where 
there was no good cover, and they would not lie, and where It was 
utterly Impracticable for me to break herof her fault. I took her 
along with me, however, so she would become accustomed to 
the gun, and kept her to heel. But she would occasionally steal 
away from me, and start off on her “own hook," and at such 
times, when she would come on the «cent and flush a grouse, she 
would apparently become wild, and rush through the woods at 
the top of her speed. She seemed to take the foot scent and 
follow It Mil she came to the bird, as one day, while taking a 
stroll In an open field, I noticed her Uke the foot scent of some¬ 
thing, and followed It nearly the whole length of the field, when 
she flushed a ruffed gronae, affording a fine shot, had I had a

Editor Chicago Field :—Common sense, patledce and per¬ 
severance will cure any dog, of any age, of gun-shyness, If be has 
never had a charge of shot in him. The trouble with most men 
is, the want of common sense and patience. Of the latter he 
must have an abundance; more than that good old man we 
read about had with his bolls. If you have the misfortune of 
purchasing or ot being presented with a dog having this fault (I 
have been there on several occasions), and you think enough of 
him to keep and break him ot the fault, if you take him In the 
field with a line attached to him, and when you shoot be turns a 
sommersault or two at the end of the line, don’t try to jerk his 
head off (as you will feel like doing), but stop and count ten 
slowly; by that time you will be cooler. That (6 common sense. 
The patience comes In afterwards. There are several ways of 
breaking dogs of this fault, which I will not here explain, bb every 
man has his own ideas and thinks them the best. I have handled 
dogs for thirty years, and have broken several of the fault, and 
never yet gave In to one of them. I am not the mildest dlspo- 
slttoned “critter” In the world either. I claim that no man need 
have a gun-sby dog if he raises it himself from a puppy, no mat¬ 
ter how shy the sire or dam were. I have raised several llttere 
from the worst gun-shy bitches I ever saw, and never one of the 
pups left my hands the least shy. I begin with them when they 
begin to feed themselves, by firing caps over them, and Increasing 
the report with charges of powder, and accustoming them to all 
kinds of noises and Bights. These bitches were presented to me 
in whelp, and after whelping I cured them of the fault. Com¬ 
mon sense, patience and perseverance will do it. J. H. F.

Countess Vesta.— Pembroke, Ky.— Editor Chicago Field:— 
Among the numerous attractions In your Issue of Feb. 8, I was 
pleased to see the portrait of the magnificent bitch Countess 
Vesti. It may truly be said that the Harvard Kennel Club was 
In extraordinary luck to get, not only these scions of Mr. Llew- 
ellln’e favorite strain, but, peculiarly fortunate In obtaining at. 
the same time, such prizes as Dash III., and Countess Vesta. A 
short time before the Nashville field trials, Messrs.- Luther 
Adams and R. B. Nesbitt located In this neighborhood. During 
their stay I enjoyed meeting these gentlemen frequently, Bud ex¬ 
perienced great pleasure In seetng Drake, Dash III., Countess 
Vesta, and some of their youngsters at work. In the morning 
of the third day after their arrival, I saw Drake—the level-headed 
old soul—and Dftah at work. Owing to the inclemency of the 
weather, great difficulty was experienced In finding game; and 
the three bevies found sought refuge In the heavy cover. In spite 
of these obstacles, and the 111 condition of the dogs consequent to 
a 1.500 mile trip, they acquitted themselves most creditably. As 
Dash was entirely new to our game, and comparatively unac¬ 
quainted with his handler, he was restrained, nor allowed to dis¬ 
play his tremendous powers of locomotion. But he gave promise 
of what he would do when opportunity presented; and at Nash¬ 
ville, after eeventeen days' work on quails, he fulfilled the promise. 
In the afternoon Mr. W. came out from P., he and Mr. A. pair 
Ing with Drake and Erin II.; Mr. N. and myself with Countess 
Vesta. The bitch was cast off In a large wheat stubble, with 
nothing to intercept her speed nor to obstruct our view of the 
splendid work done by her. While exhibiting her wonderful 
speed her ground was quartered so systematically and thoroughly 
as to prevent the probability of passing a game bird. Her range 
would have gladdened the heart of a prairie shooter, and her 
quartering would certainly have satisfied even old Dan, could he 
have obtained leave of absence from his harem, to see his children 
safely located in their new home. This field was drawn blank, 
and we crossed the way to theCsmpbell farm. Here we were more 
fortunate. On entering the field, the bitch going down wind a!

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Food fob Cold Weather. —Prevention t» much better than 
cure, end wo are firmly of oplniou that many of the colds, and 
cough's and bronchitic attacks now so prevalent among dogs In 
tb« country, might, by judicious treatment, be avoided. It Is 
the animals confined In kennels who suffer most, not pet dogs, 
who are free to roam about, and keep up the circulation of the 
blood. Those who keep a large number of dogs can hardly be ex¬ 
pected to give them all the exercise they would need In weather 
like the present. The doors, however, can be closed at nights, 
snd draughts prevented, aod plenty of bedding promotes sleep, 
gut the animals need something more, they need at present sub¬ 
stantial food, suitable to existing circumstances; for catarrhal 
complaints and Inflammatlona are, It la true, very often the result 
of cold; but it Is the exposure of the dog while the stomach Is 
empty that Is the real cause of such Illness. As long, then, ss 
the present Inclement weather remalna It will be well to feed the 
dogs rather more liberally In the morn lug, and to cloae the ken¬ 
nel doors for an hour at least previous to dinner. Again, for the 
sake of the cleanliness of their surroundings, the dogs should be 
fed before, not after, the evening run, and turned out immediately 
afterwards. 

There Is nothing better to mix with soaked cake than weU-bolled 
uat-meal porridge. Use the fine, not the coarse meal. It Is a 
saving of time for one reason, and It la sure to be perfectly 
cooked. There Is some little art In making porridge, simple 
though it may seem. Let the water be well “at the boll” be¬ 
fore you begin, then stir lu the meal gradually until the mese Is 
pretty thick; after this, boll for five minutes with constant stir¬ 
ring to prevent singeing, then add a flavoring of salt. 

Mashed carrots, parsnips, and potatoes boiled In their skins, 
sre excellent adjuncts to the dog’s dish In cold weather. 

VVe advocate the use of salt In moderation for dogs, snd will 
give our reasons for this at an early date. Suckling bitches 
should never go without It. To those who are now weaning and 
rearing pnpples we cannot too strongly recommend the use of 
cocoa, well boiled, sweetened with a little treacle, and added to 
their milk. They like It, and it Is not only highly nutritious,but 
keeps many an illness at bay. 

Many dogs have thla winter suffered from skin complaints, and 
the reason Is not far to seek. They have been entirely deprived 
of grass owing to the severity of the weather. Remedy—plenty 
of vegetables.—X. Peribnce, in Live Stock Journal.

Santonins. —West Troy, N. Y .—Editor Chicago Field :—In re¬ 
lation to the use of santonlne for worms In puppies, my expert 
ence has been with good results. I used it for the purpose above 
stated some fifteen j ears ago, and never lost a pup from Its 
effects. The trouble with J. W. F’s pups 'wsb they were not 
taken In time. The worms had, by Irritation, caused Inflamma 
tlon of the bowels, from which cause they died, and not from the 
effects of the santonlne. I give to a pup eight or ten weekB’ old, 
three grains once a day, for three or four days, and am particular 
to Inquire for the pure article, and obtain It from some reliable 
druggist. We have read of several cases of death in puppies, at¬ 
tributed to the uec of areca nut (for which the prominent Intro- 
dnctlon before the public belongs to “ Mobawk ”), which I must 
say, in my experience (which has been large) Is perfectly harm 
less, and productive of the best results. I do not think there 
ever was a puppy died from Its effects. I have given It frequently 
to a child four years of age, with good results, and never any 
barm. The trouble Is, sportsmen let their puppies run too long 
before giving the medicine. In most cases not knowing the symp¬ 
toms of worms, they become so prolific as to cause Irritation in 
the bowels, from which canse several diseases will arise which no 
medicine will cure. J. H. F.

THAT BIT OF UNWRITTEN HI8TORY-A REPLY 
TO MR. HALLOCK. 

The following letter has been sent to the Forest and Stream, 
aa announced In our last issue. To avoid the risks of the mall 
and to be sure that it reached Mr. Hallock, we 6ent It by express. 
Further comment Is unnecessary, excepting to state that where 
Mr. Davidson’B name is mentioned the statements reflecting on 
him as a judge neither constitute a fresh attack nor a continua¬ 
tion of it, the same facts having been stated before, and their 
remention being unavoidable. 


curate and full report. To put It In the words of another,when the 
distance Mr. Hallock was to the rear was observed by one of the 
judges he wondered what sort of a report he would make so far back, 
which caused the other two judges to turn their heads in the 
direction he was, when one of them remarked: “It's the best 
place for him, as, if he is with us he would not understand what 
is going on: he Is where he will get the best Information, for 
DiUey will post him I" 

I shall ever maintain the right of a reporter to be up with 
the judges, in order to get a correct report. The official score is 
the official record, but It Is not a report nor record of the run¬ 
ning of the dogs, and that Is what the pabllc, and the competi¬ 
tors also want. To an honest judge it Is an adrantage to have a 
reporter with him to chronicle each act of the dogs, and only a 
dishonest judge will object. Star chamber proceedings have no 
recognition by Americans; consequently the refusal by any as¬ 
sociation to allow reporters to be close to the rear of the judges 
would be regarded as having a dishonest Intent; and lam con¬ 
fident I speak underetandlngiy when I say that such association 
would find every entry drawn until such refusal was withdrawn. 
Let any association try the experiment and they will find the posi¬ 
tion the owners of dogs will take on the question. 

But I can convince Mr. Hallock of the error of his position, 
taking his own case as an argument. When the red Irish setter 
bitch Friend was cast off, Mr. Hallock and myself were standing 
together somewhere about seventy-live yardB to the rear of the 
judges. Friend was called for aloud, and Mr. Hallock heard and 
noted the name. Just as she was cast off he remarked “By Jove, 
that’s the first red pointer down.” Fond of a Joke, I turned 
away to go up to the judges, determined to let him report Friend 
as a “red pointer,” as it would be a capital joke on both Mr. Hal¬ 
lock and Mr. Stoddard (Friend's owner); but, upon reflection, 
I thought, Inasmuch as Mr. Hallock’s ignorance on the dog 
and the gun were so well known, It would be taking a small ad¬ 
vantage of him, and I therefore returned to him and told him 
It was not a “red pointer,” but a red Irish setter, and Mr. Hai-

Editor Forest asd Stream:— In your issue of Feb. 6 appears 
a letter written by Mr. Hallock to himself, purporting to be a 
correct recital of what took place at the Minnesota trials, and 
which subsequently Induced the charge of fraudulent conduct on 
the part of Mr. John Dividson by me. The unprecedented ln- 
instance of au editor publishing a letter addressed to himself, 
written by himself, instead of exercising bis prerogative and 
treating the subject editorially, as is customary, compels me, 
too, in my answer, to deviate from the usual custom of replying 
editorially in my own paper, and, instead, to seek the avenues 
of a correspondent In your columus. I do so that, In this way, I 
can meet Mr. Hallock on his own ground, and that each and 
every one who has seen the charges may also see the denial. I 
know that many persons who read the Chicago Field do not 
read the Force! ami Stream; I therefore naturally presume that 
there are those who read the Forest and Stream who do not read 
the Chicago Field, and consequently in no other way can I ac¬ 
complish my object. It is but proper for me to add that this let¬ 
ter will also appear In the Chicago Field. 

But for the fact that this effusion of Mr. Hallock's is “A bit 
of unwritten history,” and only facts should be crystallxed into 
history, I should not revert to his assumption that his report was 
“full and accurate,” for If It satisfied the readers of the Forest 
and Stream it certainly should satisfy me; but, as the allusion I 
made In my own columns a short time since to Mr. Hallock’s re¬ 
port In defense of the position a reporter should occupy in field 
trials, that the distance, seventy-five yards to the rear, Mr. Hal¬ 
lock kept, “was beyond doubt the reason said report was so 
meager and Incorrect," has excited the auger of Mr. Hallock 
and brought forth his tirade and tissue of Inaccuracies, I am forced 
to say that the report was not accurate; and as to its being a 
“full” report is a question to be decided on the construction 
placed on the word. And for this additional reason do 
I revert to It, that, although I have reported every field trial 
run In America excepting the first, at Memphis, in 1874, and have 
endeavored always to give all the Information possible to enable 
those not present to form an idea of the conditions under which 
the dogs ran, yet It never occurred to me the advantage of giv¬ 
ing the condition of the wind at night for trials run in the day. 
It only shows we are never too old to learn. 

But to commence with Mr. Hallock’s charges and take them up 
seriatim, allow me to correct him, that he “followed the dogs stead¬ 
fastly from the beginning of the first day to the end of the last.” 
That he was present at the beginning and at the death,is true, but 
he forgets that one day he was absent, and the report was circu¬ 
lated, to use the exact words, that he had thrown np the sponge, 
and regretted so much he did not have a copy of the London 
Field with a report of the Euglish field trials by which he could 
model his report. There were, therefore,lhlngs which took place 
that he did not see and his report of the day’s proceedings was 
from what he gathered from others and not as an eye-witness. 

To correct him again, he says: “ Throughout the first three 
days I secured the services of Mr. 8. B. Dilley, of Lake City, Min¬ 
nesota, who had done similar service tor Dr. Rowe the year be¬ 
fore.” As it was the first time I ever met Mr. Dilley at a field 
trial, It was Impossible for him to have “ done me similar service 
the year before.” The circumstance is trivial, and while it would 
afford me much pleasure at any time I could not be present to 
have a gentleman so well competent both in a literary and prac¬ 
tical point of view us Mr. Dilley to report a trial for me, yet as 
this ‘ bit of unwritten history” Is to go down to posterity it Is as 
well that the historian should be corrected In his errors.and more¬ 
over, it Is a link, without which the chain of inaccuracies would 
not be complete. And, per parenthesis, allow me to suggest that it 
would have been better for Mr. Hallock had he availed himself 
of Mr. Dllley’s services entirely and left the report to him. Writ¬ 
ten by a practical sportsman, it would have been devoid of those 
absurdities, which, while excusable in Mr. Hallock, owing to his 
Ignorance of the subject he bad in hand, nevertheless rendered 
the report a satire on a field trial report, and necessarily subjected 
the author to the ridicule I happen to know be received. 

Not to correct Mr. Hallock, but to show the absurdity of bis 
position on the question I quote: 

“ I had no idea that reporters could claim special rights or 
privileges, for I could sec the manifest propriety in all pereone 
being kept aloof from the judges, and from any communication 
with them whatever which might prejudice or influence their 
decisions. Reporters are supposed to construct their reports 
upon their own Independent opinions, merely receiving the offi¬ 
cial results, at the close." 

We are surprised, after Mr. Hallock's so often vaunted fact of 
being a “regularly educated Journalist,” that he should not 
know that reporters are always accorded special privileges whether 
at field trials or other events. To suppose that a reporter could 
Influence the judges In their decisions is to Insult the Judges, and 
declare them unlit for their positions. Had Mr. Hallock had 
more experience be would know that no report can be properly 
made from observation seventy-five yards to the rear of the 
Judges, which 1s often one hundred to one hundred and fifty to 
the rear of the dogs. To him the advantage of being up with the 
judges, probably would not avail him anything,from not being able 
to either understand or appreciate the fine points In the work¬ 
ing of a dog, lull to one who can, it Is Indispensable for an ac- 


lock corrected his notes. 

Now, I do not assert that had Mr. Hallock been up with 
the judges he would have known it was a red Irish setter and not 
a “red pointer,” but I am sure his chances would have been bet¬ 
ter. While he could not have got a chance to look Into her 
mouth to see if she had or had not a "corrugated roof," yet he 
might have discovered she wa6 uot a “red poluter.” 

Notwithstanding Mr. Hallock tells us “reporters are supposed 
to construct their reports upon their own Independent opinions,” 
In the next paragraph he also tells us: “For the first two days of 
the trials I kept my place in the rear, feeling that there was 
some advantage in hearing the comments of others.” Will Mr. 
Hallock reconcile his statements 1 “Reporters are supposed to 
construct their reports upon their own Independent opinions,” 
and yet Mr. Hallock “felt that there was some advantage in hear¬ 
ing the comments of others." 8u Mr. Hallock reported not 
from his “own Independent opinions,” nor on the merits of the 
dogs, but from the’opinions of others -interested spectators— 
owulng, as they did, dogs which were competing against those 
running when the remarks were made. 

"Dr. Rowe," says Mr. Hallock, “from the very outset was so 
constantly in company with the judges, In and out of their wagon, 
and afterwards in their tent, and seemed so much to assume the 
direction of the trials that I felt that the most conscientious 
judges could not help be Influenced. He received from them the 
decision on.each point the Instant it was made, and signalled it 
by flag to the curious spectators ‘75 yards In the rear.' " 

I think the above Is to be attributed to that petty spleen and 
Jealousy for which Mr. Hallock is so well known, as Mr. Hallock 
ought to know that <m a favor 1 consented to carry the flags, also 
that I rode in the judges’ wagon and at their request on the 
third day, and part of the fourth day only. The first two days I 
was not In the judges’ wagon. Carrying the flags was an Intoler¬ 
able nuisance, and as It gave me no advantages I determined 
never again to be Induced to carry them. The flags did not bring 
me nearer the Judges as I should have been there anyway as a 
reporter As to being In the judges' tent the judges had no tent. 
Mr. John Davidson and ray Belt had a teut together, which the 
judges used on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday nights when 
adding their scores up; but never was I In it when the judges 
were in It excepting Tuesday night, just to get a pair of boots, 
and remained in no longer than It took me to get them. As 
T entered the tent I requested the judges to desist from their con¬ 
versation for a moment while I got my boots, which they did. 
Only another of Mr. Hallock’s inaccuracies. If to call for the 
dogs when requested hy the Judges was to assume direction of the 
trials I did so, but Mr. Hallock can learn from anyone who has 
attended trials that “ assuming direction ” of them constitutes 
more than that. 

With Mr. Hallock seventy-five yards to the rear will he tell me 
how he could know, “ So conspicuously was he Intrusive and 
officious—so indifferent to the prerogatives of the judges, that 
every disinterested person urged me to go to the front. ” And 
what did the “ disinterested ” expect to gain by Mr. Hallock 
“going to the front! ” 

Unfortunately Mr. Hallock is writing history at the sacrifice of 
truth, and like all persons writing on a subject of which they are 
Ignorant, he has to draw on biB Imagination for facta. Mr. Hai- 
lock’s statements don’t fit into each other. Their inaccuracies, 
blurred by the white heat of rage, are easily discernible by the 
analysis of calm Investigation. 

I defy Mr. Hallock to prom that I In any way interfered 
with the judges, and Mr. Hallock knom the following Is false; 
“ Their annoyance at the dictation and meddling of Dr. Rowe 
manifested Itself repeatedly, and I am inclined to attribute their 
severe discrimination and their scrupulous stickling for the dis¬ 
puted point In the controversy which has resulted respecting the 
dog Nellie’s performance, not to a struggle In behalf of preferred 
favorites, but to a consciousness that the close Intimacy of Dr. 
Rowe would expose them to charges of preconcerted verdicts by 
those who were Jealsously watching the whole business.” 

Mr. Mulllken read the rule to me, not for interfering with the 
Judges, but for speaking to Mr. Sanborn, and I leave It to Mr. 
Sanborn If he did not take Nellie up without one word from me, 
and all I said was in reply to his question whether he had done 
right, that he had. And, as I have before asserted, I should 
do the same again under similar circumstances. 

Consistency, thou art a Jewel, but not In Mr. Hallock’s crown. 
Hearblm: “Is there a single reader of this paper or that, or 
member of this or that kennel club or owner or handler of dogs, 
who can see the propriety of an editor of any paper mixing np 
with the management of events upon which he Is expected to pass 
criticism In his capacity of chronicler! Is a man wbo does so a flt 
person to arbitrate upon vital questions t' Can those who have 
the Interests of sportsmen at stake afford to bang their confidence 
on one who assumes the functions of counsellor, reporter, Judge, 
and Juror, all at the same time!” And yet the Foresl and Stream 
contained, a short time since, and with a flourish of trura|mta, a 
report of a dog show written by Its reputed kennel editor wbo 
was tho^wfjfr. The show was a very small one, It Is true, but 
neverthaless, the principle is the same; and Mr. Hallock aa editor 
of tbs Forest and Strtnm allowed his kennel editor to “ assume 
the functions of counsellor, reporter, judge, and Juror.” Mr. 
Hallock certainly should have seen the Impropriety of a judge 


reporting and reviewing his own awards. 

But now tor the cream of It all. SayB Mr. Hallock: 

“ Finally we reached the afternoon of the third day and the 
supreme moment when the performances of Sanborn's Nellie ex 
cited what has since proven to be a considerable tempest. When 
the opinion of the three judges became divided on the merits 0 f 
Nellie (Whltford vs. Davidson and Mulllken), Dr. Rowe's per¬ 
emptory dictation became so exasperating and he was so muni 
festly out of order that the judges were obliged to read him the 
rules. A violent altercation followed between Messrs. Rowe and 
DavidsoD, and the bad blood then engendered has led to Dr. 
Rowe’s persecution of |Mr. Davidson through his paper, the 
Chicago Field. The Dr. uttered threats then, and afterward* 
at lunch the day following, of such positive character that their 
meaning was plain enough to the half dozen or more persous who 
beard them. On the latter occasion Mr. Davidson's forbearaoce 
alone saved Dr. Rowe a drubbing. The virulence then rankling 
came to the surface more than once before the trials ended, and 
when the gentlemen parted it was Jointly understood that they 
were to meet again in the lists.” 

A more utter disregard of truth and facts I never know. U 
Mr. Hallock’s memory so befogged as not to know that the al¬ 
tercation about Nellie took place on Friday, the fourth day, and 
not the third day. It Is true It was the third day for Mr. Hallock 
following the dogs, but the fourth day of the trials. Now It so 
happened that Mr. Davidson and myself never exchanged a word 
on that occasion. The altercation was between Mr. Whltford 
and Mr. Davidson; and what occurred between Mr. Mulllken 
and myself when I replied to Mr. Sanborn, sb before explained, 
that he was right, took place two wagon lengths from Mr, David¬ 
son, and he was too much engaged with his altercation with Mr. 
Whltford to hear it. Now as the trials ended that very evening 
at 6:40, and Mr. Hallock left that night, and by 10 o'clock next 
day there was not a tent nor a human being on the camp ground, 
Mr. Davidson having gone off some fifteen miles with a couple 
of friends grouse shooting, and I having retired to a neighboring 
farm house to write my report, Mr. Hallock will please explain 
how I could have uttered threats the next day at lunch, how Mr. 
Hallock could have heard them half way to 8t Paul, and how 
Mr. Davidson fifteen miles away could have exercised that for¬ 
bearance which saved me a drubbing. 

For the same reason I can't see bow during the short time 
intervening before the trials were concluded, during which not a 
word of anger passed between anyone after the Nellie affair. In¬ 
deed being the calm succeeding the storm, how “the virulence 
then rankling came to the surface more than once.” And as for 
its being Jointly understood be I ween Mr. Davidson and myself 
when we parted “ we were again to meet In the lists ” Mr. David¬ 
son's statement to Messrs. John E. Long and E. H. Glllraan, of 
Detroit, and a letter written by Mr. Davidson to a gentleman, 
which if necessary I can produce, that when we parted he sup 
posed we parted the same friends we had been, and that I had 
not given him (Mr. Davidson) the slightest intimation that 1 
was going to do as I bad done—this statement of Mr. Davidson's 
I say gives Mr. Hallock flatly and plainly the He. 

As a historian, Mr. Hallock Is a failure, from the fact that both 
designedly and from Ignorance his statements are utterly devoid 
of truth. Had Mr. Hallock undertaken a criticism of the trials 
I should have been willing anil ready to allow him the widest 
margin, knowing well the difficulties he would labor under; and 
that under such circumstances to expect other thau Inaccuracies 
were as absurd as to expect to gather figs from thistles or warmth 
from Icicles. But when Mr. Hallock assumed the role of 
historian of the Minnesota field trials he made as great a bluuder 
In his assumption and statements, as he did wheu he vaulted Into 
the author’s chair as author of the “ Sportsman’s Gazetteer." In 
both instances he attempted that for which neither his memory 
nor his ability rendered hlin competent. 

In the first place he absolutely fails to comprehend the ques¬ 
tion at Issue, but imagines the disputed point of Nellie to be the 
casus belli, wheiejs It Is a side Issue, and simply formB a link In 
the charges against Mr. Davidson to show his prejudices. Mr, 
Hallock forget* entirely that the charge of favoritism and fraud 
was regarding Tempest’s score. But hear him: 

“ Whatever the dog’s real merits were they have never yet been 
settled by a harmonious verdict. Therefore, there lias never 
been practically an official score. Though siding with Mr. Whlt¬ 
ford, I accepted the score handed to me at night by Mr. David¬ 
son, because I believed Mr. Whltford to be pi the minority, and 
published it as I received it. But although the point was allowed 
on the field, It was not so allowed on the final score; and all the 
newspaper controversy and the triangular cross-fire between the 
judges, therefore settles nothing, nor ever will—either as to the 
merit* of the dog's performance or the sagacity of the judges 
themselves.” 

If Mr. Hallock had any knowledge of the subject In hand he 
would not write such trash. In the first place Nellie was with 
drawn subsequent to the discussion over the disputed point, In 
consequence of having made two flushes lu succession, const' 
quently not having run her score out she was uot placed and 
therefore has no official record and could not be considered In 
the official score, not as this modern 8olomon would have It un¬ 
derstood because, “although the point was allowed on the field, It 
was not allowed on the final score.” Surely this “wise man of 
the East” should know that the judgeshaving on the field agreed 
to allow the point and Mr. 8anborn having put her down again 
on those conditions they could not refuse to allow it on the final 
score had she run her score out. We should think Mr. Hallock's 
office boy would have picked up knowledge enough In the office 
of a sporting paper to be able to advance a more logical argument 
than this. If Mr. Hallock will turn to the score he published In 
his own paper he will find Nellie has no score. It is only another 
Instance of a befogged memory that Mr. Hallock mistakes Mr. 
Whitman’s Clipper, about which the Judges could not agree, for 
Nellie. In that instance the Judges did not agree in the field, 
whether a point or a flush, but left It for discussion, until they 
came to add up the official score. Mr. Davidson wanted to give 
a point; Mr. Whltford a flush; Mr. Mulllken, watching Queen 
of the West, was unable to decide. Mr. Davidson gave Mr. II <!• 
lock the score, altowlng Clipper a point. Mr. Whltford Insisted 
It should be taken back, as not being able to agree, the dog could 
not be placed. This happened lu the day, after dinner, and no' 
at night. Darkness seems to have so completely enveloped Mr 
Hallock's memory that I am not surprised he should get daylight 
and darkness so continually mixed. 

Mr. Hallock says I have “championed no principle, no Interest, 
no ‘blue blood,’nor anything hut bad blood.” Mr. Divldsnu 
and Mr. Whitman Insist I have championed blue blood. How is 
that Mr. Hallockt But like you, Mr. Hallock, they don't want 
to see the sportsmen's Interest t have championed. Mr. H*H ,B ” < 
had not the courage to come out and say anything, but remarked, 
as I can prove by the gentleman to whom he said It on tbs camp 
ground, that he was “ going to leave the flue points to Rowe 
and no v he presents the ridiculous spectacle of trying to ride l »■' 
horses, each going In opposite directions. Mr. Hallock has not 
only not championed anything,but with a pusillanimity character 
Istlc of his paper, sacrifice* principle and truth with the hope of 
currying favor with the disputing parties. “ I stand In front 
those honorable gentlemen, Messrs. Mulllken, Davidson and 
Whltford," says Mr Hallock, and yet side by side of Mr. Hal- 
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lock's statement are two communications—oue from Mr. Davld- 
wn . sod the other from Mr. Wbltford, which flatly contradict Mr. 
Bullock. 

The gist of the attack on me can be found in the following 
sentence: “ In arraigning a brother editor (for the first time In 
my life) I feel that I tread on delicate gronnd; but I plead that I 
tin merely defending myself from his unprovoked and undeserved 
attacks on me.” And It Is a terrible satire on the honesty of 
human nature that a man to attack a rival has to go out of the 
way for falsehoods when the beat Interests of his own constit¬ 
uents demanded truths.

THREE JUDOE8. 

The current of popular opinion 1s for three Judges at bench 
shows. Of the three judge system we have so often written that It 
Is not necessary to now reiterate our opinion; but there If one 
(set evident, that the majority of those who exhibit dogs having 
set their faces against the one Judge system,and having determined 
that three Judges are preferable, no show will be a success this 
year which adheres to the single judge system. Philadelphia has 
settled on three judges. Boston will doubtless do the same, as 
among the letters which we publish advocating three judges will 
be found one from John Fottlcr, Jr., president of the Massachu¬ 
setts Kennel Club, showing he la most decidedly In favor of three 
judges. In a letter received last week, Dr. Webb, secretary of 
the Westminster Kennel Club, stated that probably the three 
judge system would be adopted at the New York show; and our 
New York correspondent, Gotham, writing at a later date, states 
that It has been decided on. The following letters will be found 
to reflect to a great extent the sentiment of the sportsmen on the 
subject and their preference for amateur to professional judges:

Editob Chioaoo Field:— The coming bench show of the Westmins¬ 
ter Kennel Club Is to be held this year, as were the two previous ones 
st Gilmore’s Garden. Yon might not be aware of It. bat your exposure 
ottbe fraudulent conduct In the Minnesota trials bat considerably 
disconcerted the Westminster Kennel Club, regarding Judges. The 
•• Anytblng-to-beat tbe-CBioAoo FiSLD" principle caustd the news¬ 
paper element of the club (by which I snppo-e you know you ureas 
cordially bated as it Is possible for a mortal to hate) to fight ntroj g for 
Davidson as single Judge. The men of sense of the club and those who 
really give it Its life could not go It: so a compromise was effected 
and the three Judge system la to be adopted. Mr. Davidson Is one, 
and on each side of him Is to be a gentleman from Springfield. Mass, 
and Philadelphia. Now here Isa fix for all parties. If John Davidson

Will the (100(1 believe tbut la what be bus got heretofore) 
satisfy him for the Insult the clnb will heap on him?” ft aeems to me 
Mr. Davidson can not accept the position except at the sacrifice of alt 
self-reapect And If the clnb has him alone It knows failure stores 
It In the face. How about the gentlemen who are to be with him? 
How do they like the association? How will they like the role ofde- 
lecttvcsf Truly It Is equandary for the clnh; andit is much regretted 
hy Its friends that It can not see Its error sod dump the dead wood 
(the newspaper element) It le carrying. Neither Boaton nor Poliadel- 
pbla I am told will have Mr. David*>n for jndge. and there la where 
their heads are level. There ie no doubt that the dog men I have 
talked with are etrongb’y In favor of tbe three jndge system, and more¬ 
over, of having amateur sportsmen and not professionals us Judgee, be¬

Editob Chicago Fixld: —For many year* I have thought the '• race 
track" could furnish the moat tricky and unreliable men of auy pro¬ 
fession; but since attending the Hampton field trials. In '77. and read¬ 
ing the correspondence relstlng to the Minnesota trials last September 
1 have come to tbe conclusion that dog-men cannot appropriate the 
adage, *• There are trick# In all trades but ours.” The jockeying and 
wire-polling (so to speak), of the partisans of a part Icnlar dog, or strain 
of dogs, on the one band, and the dislike of some man, or set of men. 
to another strain of doge, and the tronbles which outcrop therefrom] 
seem to be the gist of a considerable portion of the contributions to 
the columns of the Chicago Fisld, for the past foor months. The 
matter of judging at field trials or bench shows, should be carefully 
guarded, and I do not Ihlok that any one directly interested In Ibe ken 
nel business, or any one known to have u positive or negative Interest 
In any dog entered at u trial or show, should he selected us s judge.

SHOT THE CLOTHES POLE. 

The following joke Is too good Dot to be told, and Is 
true in every particular. A gentleman of this city owns some 
very fine dogs. Their reputation soon spread In his neigh¬ 
borhood and caused a thief to scale his fence and steal the best 
of a litter of three months old puppies. Great was his wrath 
at the loss of his pet puppy, and numerous were tbe male¬ 
dictions invoked on the head of the thief.

His bed-room, by the way, he had changed from 
the front to the rear of the house, so as to be as near tbe dogs as 
possible during the night. The bough of a tree which Interfered 
with a full view of tbe yard, and In case necessary a deadly aim, 
was sawed off. Patent locks, the latest and best, were put on 
the kenuel and the back gate. He was ready now, and woe to the 
thief who should scale the feuce. At the end of a week the kennel 
man reported a suspicious looking character prowling about the 
alley In the rear about dusk. ‘‘Keep an eye on him If he comes again, 
but don’t let hitn suspect you are watching him. I want to get 
him In the yard; there will be one dog thief less so sure as he 
comes over the fence.” That night about 10 o’clock the dogs 
set up a furious barking In their kennel, and down hq went and 
Into the kitchen where he turned up the gas and peered out Into 
the yard. The yard, though deep, was not so deep as to prevent the 
reflection of him on the fence In the rear.

The Galesburg Shooting Club.— The Republican Regieter

“ It will be seen that the recommendations of the stale meet¬ 
ing substantially agree with the Instructions of the Galesburg 
Shooting Club to It* delegate, on tbe four points upon which It 
took action. e 

“ We did not attend the state meeting. If the Galesburg club 
was represented by any one, we do not know It; but If repre¬ 
sented tbe delegate went beyond hla Instructions, and tbe club to 
not responsible for his action. We did not attend tbe meeting 
at Springfield, because we received a (Mspatcb from tbe chairman 
of tbe committee on game and fish of the house slating that he 
wonld be absent at that time.” 

We regret that the Galesburg Shooting Club should have been 
unjustly accused; but we consider we were fully justified In say¬ 


ing what we did. We take things as we find them, and naturally 
supposed, Indeed we could not do otherwise, that the individual 
pretending to represent the club wag Its bona fide representative. 
If not; who then was lief We think the editor of the RepMiean 
Regieter Is much to blame, as, having been appointed a delege- 
gute to the meeting, It was his place lo be there. The absence of 
the chairman of the flBh and game committee of the House Is not 
a valid excuse. The meeting was not called to meet tbe chairman 
of the fish and game committee of tbe House, but was a confer¬ 
ence to agree on a game law, to be presented to the legislature. 
Supposing every one else had remained away, what would have 
been the result? Had the editor of the Republican Regieter been 
at the meeting,aa It was hla duty to be, when he consented to rep¬ 
resent the club, no one could have assumed to represent the 
club without authority.

The Colonel walked into Ibe store 
end ae irconveying intelligence, asked tbe proprietor. Richard Stoner 
If he was aware that he wee violaline a state law by offering game to 
parchanere out of the proper season? Tbe man replied that the birds 
In question had been purchased In an adj'dnlot; slate of parties, whose 
name and address ht! gave, and furthermore, he thought If other people 
would attend 10 their business he would maiiMgo to take care of hla 
own. The Colonel Is a man slow to wrath, but ibis answer provoked 
him somewhat, ao he reported Unit lie was attending to his own busi¬ 
ness s* president ol the Cuvier Club, an organisation for tbe purpoae 
of enforcing he game and fish laws, aud that be intended having him 
arrested aud prosecuted uuder the statutes of Ohio. Mr. Stoner then 
stated that the troable wou d be had for nothing, a* hi could procure 
affidavits from tbe parties selling him the quails that, they bad done eo 
The Irate p esldent left the premises, and shortly afterward a man en¬ 
tered the commission house and bought one-half dozen of the birds a 
proceeding supplemented by the arrest of the seller and his arraign¬ 
ment before Justice Merchant under the law bearing on such cases 
On examination it was ascertained that the birds were a little too 
garuey, and again was the defeudent hauled up. this time before the 
p dice court for selling uneound meat. Thu la-ter case was continued 
yesterday, while that beforo Magistrate Marcbai.t will be beard this

Added to which, be¬ 
ing a gentleman of much literary ability, perhaps not generally 
known,a lawyer of ability and considerable repute,his report cannot 
hut be unusually Interesting to our readers, as Mr. Dew will take 
the opportunity of explaining tbe difference between the conduct¬ 
ing of the English trials and our own, as well as the difference 
In the mode of working the dogs, the character of the game, and 
the grounds worked on, as well as everything which wlllglveour 
readers au understaudlng of the Eugltoh field trials, and where 
they differ from ours, which they have not now. Mr. Dew will 
also give us a description of the kcunels Mr. Bishop and himself 
will visit, and all such other things as will interest our readers. 
While In Europe, Mr. Dew will make selections and purchases of 
dogs for those who may wish such commissions executed; and 
one better fitted and who can be more thoroughly relied on, 
we do not know. Until his departure he cau be addressed at his 
home, Columbia, Tenn.

would flDd soother covey when we would repeat the operation. 
Iu Texas that mode bests walking to death, aa you are not 
troubled with fcuccs to climb and have more than a forty-acre 
fluid to bunt In. You can ride for miles and miles with little 
Interruption but the thick brush, as most, of the time the birds are 
In tbe scrub oaks. Never before have I beard of a dog making bis 
stand and being seemingly lost, and after three loud, quick 
whtstlee the dog to back off from bla stand, give three barks 
aud return to his stand. This was done by the Colonel’s dog 
LawsoD. 

Our camp was a Jolly one and I can assure you all enjoyed Ik 
As the weather was warm and very pleasant, we could hunt in 
shirt sleevea and be hok Think of It, ye Northern hunters; and 
such a bagl we killed some three hundred quails daring our trip, 
and If your readers want a pleasant hunt In January when In the 
North It la almost impossible to stand the cold, I say,go to Texas. 
You can have It there to a nicety. And such grand sportsmen. 
Col. W. E. Hughes caps them all for a whole soul, and a heart as 
big as an ox. None enjoys entertaining sportsmen more than he 
docs.

I think 
the absence of earth along the line of vision is the main reason 
one Is so prone to fire at birds flying high In air and out of range, 
under the delusion that they are within pistol shot Another ad¬ 
vantage: If both eyes are constantly used they both become 
trained,.and It makes little difference which shoulder you shoot 
from, which Is very essential to success If shooting from the sad¬ 
dle, from a wagon, while standing lu deep mud, on ice, or where 
It Is difficult to turn round to draw a bead.

Among the Pigeons—A Reply from Mr. E. T. Martin. 


Editor Chicago Field; — I see In your paper two small com 
pllments to my ability for stirring up the theoretical pigeon pre¬ 
servers and humanitarians; one signed “Spectator,’’ the other 
from some of Prof. Roney’s friends and companions. 

To “Spectator,’’ I will say: First, that he abonld never write 
an article that he Is ashamed to sign with his own name, partlcu 
larly In replying to one which bears Its author’s signature; sec¬ 
ond, that if he will read he will see that I had nothing whatever 
to do with the killing of the "six female pigeons.” The facts 
are, that at the Shelby nesting of 1876, some controversy having 
arisen as to what exteDt parent birds cared for each other's young, 
tome experiments were made, among othera, the oue In question 
Mr. N. E. Taylor, of Ferry, Oceana county, Mich., Is the party 
who did the shooting, and whose affidavit can be had that the 
statements as given are true. I never beard of Mr. Taylor until 
the Spring of 1878, when I met him at Petoskey, and finding him 
a smart, intelligent man, hired him to assist me, and while with 
me he several times related the particulars of his having shot six 
pigeons that came to feed tbe young squab In the same nest 
during tbe same afternoon; giving location, the kind of tree, etc., 
with utmost accuracy, and expressed his willingness to make an 
affidavit as to his statements st any time, and stating further that 
It was done only to prove beyond a donbt that Instinct taught the 
birds to care for each other’s young. That this Instinct does exist 
is well known to “pigeoners,” and I have never beard It dis¬ 
puted, except by “Spectator.” 

To Professor Roney’s companions I won’t say much. I like 
to Bee men stick by a friend. Of course, before a jury It makes 
some difference how testimony Is received and what weight is 
given to It, whether or no It la given by a friend and co-*particl 
pant or not; but why do they simply Bay my statements are value¬ 
less, and yet make no attempt to refute any of the polute I have 
model 

A general denial won’t do. I have answered their side in 
detail, have refuted every Important statement of Prof. Roney, 
bare shown his article to be nothing but exaggeration and mis 
statement, and they reply by saying: "’Taint so,” and by 
calling names. 

“Professional pigeon net ter.”—I never netted fifty doxen pig 
eons In my life, and can hardly set a net 

“ Professional trap shooter."—That shows they don't read the 
Chicago Field, else they would hare known that I retired from 
all shooting for money over a year ago. 

“Professional dealer In pigeons.”—Yes. One truth out of 
three attempts. I make my living, support my family by dealing 
In pigeons, and whose word should be authority lu such matters I 
Mine as a “professional,” or theirs as amateurs I We arc both 
interested parties in baring the pigeons preserved as far as nec¬ 
essary. My business Is permanent and paying. Does It stand 
to reason that I would wish the birds exterminated! Wonld I 
not be among the first to call for a law protecting them if nec¬ 
essary I And I claim that, from my experience and knowledge, 
backed as It Is by tbe opinions of men wbo have followed the 
birds as many years as I am old, that I am better fitted to judge 
as to Increase or decrease than Prof. Rouey, his Bay City friends, 
or any other of the men who are now crying for a stringent lsw 
against pigeon netting. And I say most emphatically that there 
has In tbe past five years been a decided Increase in the body of 
pigeone, and that any further protection thaD a rigid enforcement 
of the present law, will result Injuriously to the farmer, tbe 
homesteader, and damage tbe business of the northern portion 
of the state thousands of dollars.

Binocular Shooting.— Avoca, Iowa .—Editor Chicago Field: 
—I have not read the different opinions of correspondents In 
favor of or against shooting with both eyes open, but at the re¬ 
quest of a friend I give my views While quite a boy and hunt¬ 
ing for Capk Bogardus and R. M. Patch In In '07, at tbe suggea- 
tlon of one of them, I commenced shooting with both eyes open, 
»nd marked a rapid Improvement; but tbe constant practice may 
have been the cauae. I will, however, give as they occur to me a 
few of tbe advantages of the two-eye system. 

In shooting birds which fly close to the ground and are liable 
to drop out of stgbt aa soon as shot, tbelr location can be marked 
*lth greater accuracy with both eyes open, aa the vision of the 
sighting eye Is necessarily obscured by tbe gun as soon as the 
bird drops below the line of the barrels, and If one eye were kept 
cloeed the gun would have to be lowered or turned to one side 
to " mark,"or tbe other eye opened; and anyone can demonstrate 
by rioting and opening an eye, that It cannot act with the In¬ 
stantaneous precision It can If kept open during tbe firing. Again 
” a second bird flushes while firing st the first bird, lta location, 
distance, and direction can be determined with more certainty 
s^tb both ayaa open than If the work la all left to one. And for 
“e same reason—If more than one Mrd should flush tbelr uum- 
bsr and location can be the more easily designated. Tbe eye 
naturally glances along the ground to calculate distances, and If 
one aye la unobaeured by the gun It can determine which bird to 
ssiect for the second shot; alto whether It Is within range; while If

Subscriber, Port Rowan, Ont.—Can you tell tne whether 
snipe and woodcock breed In the South during their stay, or do 
they only hatch once a year! Ans.—Snipe and wookcock, which 
migrate from these or more northern latitudes to the South, do 
not breed there. The woodcock breeds In the Southern states as 
early as February, and raises two broods there, no doubt, as It 
does here. The snipe rarely breeds south of New York, and of 
course only in Summer. 

Forest and Stream Is all wrong. There Is no authenticated in 
stance of woodcocks ever having two broods in one year. No 
one could have given this matter more dose attention or had a 
better opportunity than I have had to observe the habits of this 
bird, and I am confident it is entirely an error in alleging that 
woodcocks breed twice a year.

This beautiful gaiue bird is commoD throughout the greater th 
part of continental Europe, more especially In France, Germany, ca 
Italy Turkey, and Greece, and la also found lu our newly-ac- th 
qulre'd possession of Cyprus, and In other Islands of the Medl- ac 
terrancan. The Barhary partridge, of Africa, though naturalists bli 
pronounce It to be rather larger and of a different species from m< 
the red leg, very much resembles the latter In plumage and hah- mi 
Its. and the Chukor of the Himalayas, Afghanistan, Persia, and he 
Asia Minor, though uot quite identical with the European bird, re 
vet undoubtedly Is very closely allied to it. The red-legged par- sti 
tridge also Inhabit* the Island of Madeira, and was once abund- u[ 
ant, though now somewhat rare In the Channel Islands, hence Oi

It Is slso numerous In ni 
parts of Sussex and In Kent, where only a few years back the tl 

French partridge was almoat unknown. It has now become plen- tl 

ttful and spread from Maidstone along the range of < halk hills g. 
(called the “Hogback” of Kent), which run In the direction of m 
Charing and Aahford. The plumage of this beautiful game bird tl 
is too well known to need description-suffice It to say that It U 
would be difficult to find even among the gorgeous birds of the P 
tropics a more delicate or harmonioue blending of colors than r< 
the lovely curling streaks of white, black, and chestout which g 
adorn the sides of the breast of the French partridge. In size it fi 
is larger than the common English partridge, standing higher on d 
Its legs and the body is more elongated than its plump little si 
rival The plumage of the male and female is nearly alike. The w 
former, however, is slightly the larger of the two, and may readily « 
be distinguished from hts mate by a blunt kind of spur on each f< 
red foot. The pairing season is rather later thau as with the n 
common partridge, and often up to the end of February strong c 
bodies of “ Frenchmen " may be seen together long after .the 
coveys of brown birds have broken up Into couples. The nest of H 
tbe fed-legged species much resembles that of the common par- * 
tridge and the spot chosen is, generally speaking, on the ground, c 
In some thick hedge-row, often close to a road or pathway, t 
Occasionally, however, a nest has been discovered on the step of H 
a haystack, or on a low stump or a tree buried in tbe grass. Tbe o 
female deposits from twelve to fifteen eggs of a light cream 1 
color speckled over with brown, the shells very thick. The young a 
are generally batched by the month of July or early in August, 1 
but It is nothing unusual to meet with small chicks In September, t 
and the writer once came upon an old French partridge with a 1 
small brood of seven or eight chlcks-probably hatched out from a I 
second nest-so late ns the first week in October. The French par- « 
tridge roosts on the ground, the covey collecting together Into a t 
close group,In the manner of the common Bpecles. In tbe day time « 
they will sometimes perch on gates and hedge rows, and in very t 
rough, stormy weather they will seek refuge from the blast In the < 
low hanging boughs of some yew or fir tree. The chief habitat of I 
this bird Is among low ranges of hills, covered with scrub and < 
coarse grass, and intersected with hedge rows. They are slso 1 
often come across in the neighborhood of old chalk pits, at other < 
times In fields of mustard and turnips. Toward the afternoon I 
they make for the stubble fields, and In the Autumn months < 
laree numbers of Frenchmen may often be seen pcsceably feed¬ 
ing In company with coveys of English birds The flight of the : 

red leg Is swifter and more In a direct line than that of the com- ] 
mon species. When flushed in tbe open It often skims away 
close to the ground. The whirr of tbe wings Is louder, and dif¬ 
fers in sound from that produced by the English partridge. Im¬ 
mediately on a pack of red legs alighting, It matters not whether 
In covert or on the open, they commence running at surprising 
speed and unlike an ordinary covey, which keeps together In a 
compact body, they spread about all over the field In ones or 
twos, again collecting together when they Imagine the danger to 
have passed The call of the bird Is a low clucking fowl-like cry, 
which on a still day may be heard a great distance off. Like as 
with tbe landrail, It Is often difficult to determine the exact spot 
from whence the sound comes. The natives of India name many 
of the birds of that eouotry after their particular call or note, 
and the Hindustani term “cblkor” for the Indian variety of 
red leg when quickly repeated three or four times, gives a good 
Idea of Hie call of the French partridge. During the Summer 
months the red leg finds HttlediOiculty In providing food In the 
shape of grain, ant's eggs, etc., for itself and young ones. When 
the corn has been cut and harvested tbe wheat and barley stub¬ 
bles afford an ample supply for several months. Later still, when 
frost and hard weather sets In, and the farmer ploughs up tbe 
stubbles, the birds, of necessity, are driven to seek further away 
for food. In Winter their crops are often filled with young 
bladeB of wheat and the fresh ahoota of Winter tares, and when 
hard pressed with hunger they will occasionally take to pecking 
turnips, generally selecting those nibbled by hares or rabbits, 
but never, as Is often the case with Ibe rook and the wood pigeon, 
to a mischievous extent. Late In the sesson, when the country 
becomes bare of cover, the red leg partridges gather Into packs 
often as many as thirty and forty birds being found together, and 
at this time of the year they are much given to wandering about 
from place to place, one day here, the next two or three mllea 
away and In this respect they differ In habit from the coveys of 
brown birds, for the latter, however much shot at and driven about 
from place to place, eventually return to the neighborhood 
where they were reared. Although a strong bird on the wing, 
and given to taking long flights wbeu Aral flushed, tbe red-legged ] 
partridge soon tires, and In a flat country favorable for riding, a 
well-mounted horseman who persistently follows up a pack of 
these birds will sometimes runthera down to auch a stale of ex¬ 
haustion that the unfortunate creatures may be knocked over 
with a riding whip. Not unfrequently the same thing occurs 
when a party of aportamen are out driving partridges. Toe 
French birds, from tbelr habit of flying straight, are sometimra 
driven backwards and forwarda several times, till at length 
they are, through utter weariness, unsble to fly further, and 
may be seen running In front of the line of men driving; and, 
should the ploughed ground be in a soft state, the feet of the 
birds speedily become ao clogged with cl *7 
dog may pick them np one after the other with little difficulty. 
The Inhabitants of Morocco systematically hunt the Berbary 
partridge (a bird which, as already mentioned, much resembles 
the red legs of Europe) from horseback. Large parties of men 
and dogs take lbs Held, and on discovering a pack of rad legs 
so pereevertngly follow the birds from ooe spot to another, 
allowing them no rest, that, at last, through ahoer fatigue, 
the partridges are reduced to running, and then tbe doga

the horsemen sod dogs when In pursuit of puss, snd y nt 
carefully besting thick hedgerows snd small patches of covert, sp< 
the gunner, with the assistance of a good working retriever or coi 
active spaniel, will probably obtain some easy shots at single an 
birds. Again, after a fresh fall of anow several brace of French- dri 
men may be often bagged without much trouble. All the sports- ph 
man has to do Is to walk round the outskirts of woods and Ur 
hedgerows, and follow np birds he succeeds In flushing. The 
red legs, unable to run In the snow, soon tire themselves 
struggling through the soft mass, and on the gunner coming 
up they will rise one after another, offering the easiest of shots. 

On the other hand, after the first few weeks of the season, and 
under ordinary circumstances, there is no rffird, with the ex¬ 
ception of an old cock pheasant, so cunning and watchful against 
danger as the common red leg. Probably a pack la discovered 
with little difficulty, but It Is, generally speaking, In vain that a 
sportsman shooting by himself tries to obtain a shot. The birds, 
so soon as aware of approaching dangqr, commence running, 
and If pressed take to flight, but It is of little use marking them ” 
down and following them np, for by the time the sportsman 
reaches the spot where the Frenchmen pitched they will probably 
have made such good; U se of their legs as to be far out of shot. He 
may perseveringlv continue the chase, but the probabilities are 
that the cunning birds, by doubling backwards and forwards In 
the most annoying manner, will beat him in the end and make 
good tbelr escape. Tbe only way to make a large bag of French- 
men Is by systematic driving, and even when only two or 
three guns take the field, one should always be sent round 
to head the birds, by making a broadcast, and judiciously 
posting himself behind some hedgerow, at a spot where the 
red legs are in the habit of flylug over. The other pair of 
guns should then—working In concert—approach the .birds 
from opposite directions, at the same time endeavoring to j 

drive them toward tbelr comrade posted In front A long 
shot at a French partridge often results in the bird escaping 
wounded. The feathers covering the body are very thick, and, 
with the exception of the wood pigeon, there Is perhaps no bird 
for its size that will take harder blows to bring It down, often * 

making off after having been severely struck with heavy shot A 

common partridge on falling to tbe ground with a broken wing 
immediately dives into the nearest hedgerow or patch of thicket; 

In fact them is hardly a more cunning bird at concealing itself 

when wounded; but, strange to say, the red leg under similar 

circumstances often seems to lose that presence of mind and ex- 
traordinarv craftiness for which he is famed, and instead of mak- 
tng oue last effort to save life, weakly runs away out on to the 
open, and of course falls an easy victim to the retriever. There ^ 
Is a wide spread opinion obtaining among sportsmen and nature 
allsts that the French partridge Is an exceedingly mischievous 
bird to have In a game country, and that it was a mistake from 
tbe beginning ever bringing the “ foreigner ’across the Channel. 
The first charge brought against “ Perdrlx Rouge” Is that by his 
persistent running, he not only spoils the best dogs, in fact ren- 
ders the use of pointers and Betters next to Impossible, but also 
that he teaches the birds of the country the same bad habit, and 
causes them to become wild snd difficult to approach; and cer¬ 
tainly those who have had opportunities of shooting in Norfolk 
and other counties, where the two breeds are often found together ^ 
in the same piece of turnips, affirm that this is the case, and that . 
constantly on the approach of the sportsman an old cunntog 
French bird rises far out of shot, and Is Immediately followed by [ 
a whole covey of the common breed. But the next accusation ^ 
laid against the red leg Is a far more serious one, and if true Is 
certainly unpardonable. It Is briefly as follows:—That the * 
French species wherever permitted to multiply and galu a firm 
footing, will In course of time, by constantly bullying and 
fighting with the native breed of partridges, completely drive tbe 
latter away from the neighborhood. 8o prevalent la this 
belief In the pugnacity of the “foreigner,” and the harm he 
. occasions, that many country gentlemen do their utmost to ex- 

• terminate the unfortunate bird, and In furtherance of this reso- 

• lutlon order their keepers to treat the red leg In the same light 
| as vermin, to shoot him down on every possible occasion, and to 

take every nest tbey can lay hands upon. There can be no doubt 
) that the Perdrlx family in general—more especially the little ( 
quail — Is a quarrelsome one, particularly In the early months of 
; the year, when the birds ar paring, and there is strong presump- 
l tlve evidence to show that the French partridge is more than or- ( 
j dlnarily pugnacious. Game-keepers affirm that early In the 
Spring this bird may often be seen chasing his brown and less 
f powerful brother up and down the hedge rows, though at other 
j seasons of the year the two rivals agree well together. On the 
r other band, there are parte of Norfolk, where perhaps English 
a partidges are more abundant than any other quarter of the klng- 
j done And yet on the very same ground, the red-legged apeclea 
la at the present time, aud has been for years, exceedingly 
n abundant; nor does the native breed appear to suffer In any way 
e or diminish In numbers by being mixed up with the more power- 
v ful foreign bird. So It would appear that this very grave charge 
, against the foreigner has been somewhat exaggerated. It Is right, 
n however, here to remark that instances are on record of antmala 
K accidentally Introduced from abroad Into this country driving out 
t the native breed, for we know the old English black rat, once so 
i common but now so rare, has been almost expelled from the 
•v kingdom, and Its place taken up by the German rat, a larger and 
S more powerful animal, so that It Is Just possible that what has 
d once occurred with quadrupeds might again come to pass with 
it birds. As regards the charge against the red leg. of continually 
is running before dogs, snd thus unsteadylng pointers and setters, 

,f it may be safely said that, although undoubtedly true, yet that 
this objection does not apply nearly so strongly In our times as It 
k! did twenty years ago. Tbe good old custom of trusting to tbe 
! intelligence and sagacity of highly trained doga to discover game, 
jjj which added so greatly to tbe pleasure of the sport, la fast dying 
a out, chiefly owing to the greet changes In the modern system of 
uf farming to that of thirty years ago, more especially the Intro- 
x- ductlon of the steam plough and reaping machine.

Editor Chicago Fisdu :—Did any of the readers of the Chi¬ 
cago Fibld ever participate lu a coyote huutl I don’t ask this 
of Its western readers; becouse I s’pose many of them have, but 
1U the eastern chap the fellow who probably never saw the little 
foxy-looklng gray wolf, with hla multitude, variety and volume 
of night voices, his curiosity, his “ cheek,” his aversion to any¬ 
thing that lookB like timber, his love for stray chickens, and 
his marvelous speed and bottom; who never saw a western, dull 
red sun roll up over a brown range of hills, as If a mighty baud 
was pushing it up; who never cantered out In a cold morning to 
where that same little fellow has hie wife, his burrow and his 
fleas—It Is for him this Is written. 

A volume might be written on this coyote. He is a never-fail¬ 
ing source of Interest to the plalusman. He ia to ua what the 
red fox ia to England, and the eastern sporting fraternity. He 
can run and he knows it; and he Ukes to tantalize poor human- 
' ity, by giving the stranger a glance at his bushy toll. He’s curi 
! ous, too, and will stand on top of a rise on a mUty morning 
; watching passers-by, showing no signs of fear—If he’s just far 
1 enough off, and there’s no dog along. He has a peculiar gait, 

| too. He don’t spring, be don’t trot, he don’t run; he simply 
goes. When he Isn’t particularly hard pressed, and don’t want 
1 to go very fast—say not over a mile a minute—be presents the 
‘ singular spectacle of an animal whose legs are loose In their 
f mountings. I remember when I was green in this regard, and 
f saw a coyote retreating, 1 was struck with this peculiarity, and 
attempted to call off his pursuer, a shepherd dog, thinking his 
r leg was broken—tbe coyote’s, not the dog’s. About three min¬ 
utes later I thought it must have been the dog’s. 

But I wander from our hunt. Come out with me some morn 
1 Ing to that range of hills you sec there. If you arc lucky you

* That's a coyote. He le now probably four miles, may be ten, 

8 from a burrow on another hill, that he calls home, but he Is mak- 
1 Ing for that home with all hi* heart, all bla speed, and all his 

pursuers. We’ve got a greyhound or two with us this morning. 

6 a thing that Mr. Coyote should have anticipated and set down In 
' bis diary before he left home last night, and It would have saved 
, him much trouble this morning. You slip the guard from your 
hound’s neck, and tbe chase has commenced. 

‘ If you are astride of enough horseflesh, and you are lucky 

* enough not to break your steed’s leg in any of the numerous 
t gopher holes that are along the route you see that the coyote 

loses ground. He sees It, too, and makes bursts of speed that 
J must astonish even himself. But short legs arc no match against 
y long ones, and strain as he may, hts momentary gain docs him 
no good In the end. The distance between pursuer and pursued 

* gradually shortens, until the long, wicked-looking nose is almost 
^ upon him, and he turns. Now comes the real sport, and here 

his short legs serve him in good stead. Go as be will he can 
*, turn at almost an acute angle and is off again. Not so the hound. 
Going at a tremendous speed, and endeavoring to turn, he will 

* either lose his balance and roll over and over, looking for all the 
6 world like a big crab, or be will plow a furrow like a corn planter, 

^ with his long nose, before he can stop. Then he fluds that he 
t has lost ground and has to try it again. 

J’ This manoeuvre is repeated as often as necessary, and now the 
t wise coyote always, when obliged to take hla course away from 
tl home lessens his speed, that be may make a shorter tack, and 
)f when going toward his burrow will do his best and gain upon 
. his pursuer all he can* 

^ But the hound learns wisdom by experience. He finds that lie 
r ’ can't make much by his old way of doing, and finds it better ou 
the tack to make a longer sweep, knowing that the horsemen In 
tbe rear prevent his game making too much of a change in Id* 
course or taking a back track. If dogs are hunted in couples, 

. and are experienced when nearing their game, one will press on 
„ at best speed, while the other drops behlud that be may take ad* 
vantage of the tack, and “cut across lotB. ,, 8uch tactics are 
, v always beautiful to watfch, but are apt to shorteu the sport con 
J slderably. If he is caught the sharp teeth and strongjaws of our 
canine friends make short work of the poor coyote’s slight form, 

_ * and be Is left, brushless, upon the grouud for the benefit of m* 
\ comrades of the morning. If he Is lucky enough to escape he 
*; has the secret, though heartfelt, congratulations of ua all, If *«* 
ut are true aportamen, for we always admire his pluck and speed, 
even If those qualities did lose him to us. 

* And, perchance, instead of the true feeling, it may be selti- v 

d ness that perceives that, although our game has escaped us U*
